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THE CRITIC. 


HE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AT LYONS having 
adopted the report of M. Natalis Rondot as to the best means 
of forming a museum of art and industry in that city, the same has 
been printed and circulated by the Chamber as the professed point de 
départ of their operations in the matter. We are happy to perceive 
from it that the new museum promises to be one in every way worthy 
of such an important city as Lyons, the metropolis, as it may be 
called, of French industry. For situation, it is to occupy the second 
floor of the Chamber of Commerce, and is to be divided into three 
departments, “‘ distinct in appearance, but intimately related to each 
other,” namely, art, industry, and history. The department of art it 
is proposed to arrange in distinct chambers, according to epochs, as 
follows :—1, Primitive nations, as the Assyrians, Egyptians, Hindoos, 
Persians, Chinese, Japanese, Peruvians, Mexicans, and northern 
nations ; 2, Greeks; 3, Romans, and Greeks of the Roman empire ; 
4, Byzantines; 5, Arabs; 6, Romance and Gothic; 7, Renaissance ; 
8, Seventeenth Century; 9, Eighteenth Century; 10, Nineteenth 
Century. In this the classification of the Count de Laborde, as pro- 
posed for the Ecole Impériale des Beaux Arts at Paris, has been 
mainly followed. Each of these chambers is to be illustrated by the 
several works of art peculiar to its epoch, as mosaics, statues, bas- 
reliefs, carvings in wood and ivory, bronzes, painted glass, miniatures, 
enamels, pottery, gold and silver ornaments and jewellery, tapestry, 
armour, &c. ; specimens of all these to be exhibited in the original, if 
possible, and if not, in casts. Besides which, there is to be a small 
gallery appropriated to the productions of the best flower-painters 
and photographic groupings of flowers, as the best means of convey- 
ing natural ideas of ornamentation. The department of industry is to 
be divided into three sections—the first embracing raw materials; the 
second, tissues; and the third, the machinery, &c., employed in the 
manufacture of silk particularly; not, however, to the exclusion of 
those other branches of industry in which Lyons may be thought to 
excel. In the third department, namely, of history, will be shown 
the gradual progress of the silk manufacture in Lyons from the 
earliest times to the present. It is known, from letters patent issued 
in its favour by Louis XL., to have existed as far back as the middle 
of the fifteenth century, and it is proposed here to exhibit specimens 
of the manufacture in its several stages of existence ; thus honour- 
ing the memory of the Revels, La Salles, Barabans, Berjons, and 
Bonys, who have severally contributed by their exertions to make it 
what it is at the present day. Besides these three departments, it is 
intended to have also a collection of drawings and prints, all bearing 
upon the subjects of art and industry, together with a select library 
having a similar tendency. This should be less extensive, it is said, 
than the one at South Kensingtun, but larger than that at Brussels 
attached to the Museum of Belgian Industry; at the same time that 
it should be formed with more taste and severity than either. This 
is the only passage in which M. Ronpor finds fault with anything that 
concerns our South Kensington Museum. If Englishmen do not alto- 
gether appreciate that establishment, M. Roypor certainly does, con- 
tinually appealing to its contents and management as models for 
imitation. He has not stated, however, the amount per annum at which 
that institution is kept up, which might, perhaps, frighten the members 
of the Chamber at Lyons from their good intentions—a result that we 
hope will not take place; on the contrary, we trust soon to hear that 
the museum is carrying on its operations under the very best auspices. 











HE DERBY banquet at Liverpool has been productive of more 
than one storm in atea-pot. The “ representatives of the Fourth 
Estate,” as it is the custom to call the gentlemen who are employed to 
take stenographic notes of post-prandial oratory, conceive that they 
have been deeply insulted in having their dinner served to them in the 
lobby, and seats assigned to them where it was impossible to hear the 
speeches. As there is nothing more difficult to sympathise with than 
disappointed vanity, we do not easily rise to those heights of virtuous 
indignation whence the Northumberland and Durham Press Club 
“expresses sympathy with the members of the press for the treatment 
received at the hands of the committee.” As for the dinner in the 
lobby, it should be obse:'ved that the business for which the reporters 
attended was to report, and not to dine. They might easily have 
dined either before or after going to the Philharmonic Hall; and if 
the refreshment there was not offered in a manner which they deemed 
suited to the dignity of the press, nothing was easier than to have 
declined it. We remember an instance where the committee of a 
public ball in a provincial town waited upon the editor of a local paper, 
and requested him to send a reporter to describe the Terpsichorean 
festivity. The only condition they had to impose was that the re- 
porter was not to dance. He might stand in the corner and eulogise 
the saltatory gesticulations of more favoured guests, but he was on no 
account to step out of his place by beseeching the hand of a lad for the 
next polka or the first quadrille. We are happy to say that the editor of 
that provincial paper proved equal to the occasion, for he made the depu- 
tation dance down the office stairs much quicker than they mounted it. 
The fact is, that this Press grievance at Liverpool evidently arose 
from gross stupidity and want of management on the part of the com- 
mittee whose duty it was to arrange the proceedings at this dinner. 
Banquets and celebrations like that at Liverpool would be of very 
little worth or significance were it not for the presence of these occa- 








sionally-snubbed and despised representatives of the Fourth Estate. 
No one supposes that Lord Dersy intended to speak only to the 
persons actually present at the banquet. The staunch Conservatives 
of Liverpool, and their wives and daughters in red and blue, formed 
but a very small proportion of the audience which he was really 
addressing. No one can doubt that the thousands outside, who were 
waiting to hear his Lordship’s speech through the medium of the re- 
porters, entered into his calculations ; and the plaudits of the audience 
that filled the Philharmonic Hall would have compensated him but 
poorly for the absence of those much-abused gentlemen who had to 
take their dinner in the lobby, and were placed out of hearing of his 
eloquence. We do not believe, therefore, that there was on the part 
of the committee any deliberate intention of insulting the reporters. 
It was forgetfulness—neglect—call it what you will: nothing more. 


\ JE HAVE RECEIVED A LETTER from a lady, preferring 
the following complaint : 

As a constant reader of the Critic, I of course observed the notice of an 
apparently meritorious work, by Mr.Colquhoun, containing (among other illustra- 
tions of Italian life at its most interesting period) a biography of ‘ Olympia 
Morata;” introducing, as it were, for the first time—judging at least from the 
Review—that heroine of the Reformation to the British public. Painful as it must 
ever be (to one of the weaker sex especially) to enter, in the columns of a journal, 
on any matter savouring of egotism or self-assertion, I resisted at that time a strong 
temptation to claim, through your widely-circulated pages, a priority at least in 
the agreeable and now apparently popular field. But the recent dedication by 
Mr. Trollope of nearly a whole bulky volume of his ‘* Decade of Italian Women ” 
to the same subject, without the slightest reference to any preceding biography, 
excepting a French author of the name of Bonnet, has proved the straw which 
has broken the “ camel’s back ” of my previous endurance; this being the fourth 
time—including a cheap American reprint, and an abridgment, (not, however, 
unacknowledged in that case) by the author of the “ Ladies of the Reformation ” 
—that [ have seen the “ diggings” to which I may fairly lay the “claim” of an 
original explorer, re- discovered at the distance of five-and-twenty years. In 1834, 
my attention having been drawn by a note in Dr. M'Crie’s “‘ Reformation in 
Italy’ to the then unknown name of ‘‘Olympia Morata,” and feeling myself 
inspired with the most lively enthusiasm by her talents and character, I with diffi- 
culty procured from a University library a copy of the sole Latin life extant (the 
identical little black duodecimo on which Mr. Trollope’s work is avowedly based), 
of my pet heroine, to the careful editorship of which, combined with all other 
sources of accessible information, I devoted many months, and then published the 
result of my labours ina volume entitled ‘‘ Olympia Morata, her Life, Times, and 
Writings,” the third edition of which, published like the first by Messrs. Smith 
and Elder, now lies before me, bearing date 1842. The original Latin life having 
been dedicated to our Protestant Queen Elizabeth, I procured permission to in- 
scribe mine to her worthy successer, Queen Adelaide; and also incurred con- 
siderable expense in having engraved, as illustrative of the work, the elaborate 
monumental tablet erected at Heidelberg to its lamented subject, and also the very 
rare original Psalmody to which the fine Protestant hymns of Clement Marot 
were sung in 1543. When so much of honest diligence has been bestowed on a 
favourite object, its being totally ignored or lost right of is of course felt as a 
hardship ; mine it occurs to me, might have been avoided had such a catalogue 
of “current literature” as I see alluded to in your journal already existed. The 
field of biography, like every other, is, I am aware, common property, and had 
any new or more modern sources of information been opened by Mr. Trollope, or 
any other successor in it, 1 should have been the first to acknowledge the benefit. 
But his references, facts, and narrative being actually identical (save in the live- 
lier tone of the latter) with my own, | feel compelled to conclude that he was 
unaware of my prior researches in the same vein. Trusting to your editorial 
sympathies to excuse this trespass and the condition of the only copy of my work, 
which J can Jay hold on to transmit as a voucher.—I am Sir, yours, «c.,

REMINISCENCES OF THOMAS CAMPBELL. 
Literary Reminiscences and Memoirs of Thomas Campbell, author of 

“ The Pleasures of Hope,” &c. &c. By Cyrus Reppise, author 

of “ Fifty Years’ Recollections, Literary and Personal,” &c. 2 vols.

R. REDDING CONCLUDES HIS PREFACE with a decla- 
4 ration that these volumes are merely ‘“contributive to the 
labour of the future biographer, communicating incidents and charac- 
teristics available from no other source. Whether the poet has found 
his vates sacer in Mr. Redding we cannot pretend to prophesy ; 
but we are inclined to think that as the world wags on its course so 
many fresh calls are being made on writers, that it is quite possible 
that the manes of Thomas Campbell may have to rest content with 
the present biography. And without pretending to affirm that this is 
in any way a model work, we may certainly allow it the praise of 
being genially and pleasantly written, and of giving a very lively insight 
into some of the many idiosyncrasies of the poet. Mr. Redding indeed 
speaks of Campbell rather as a friend than a critic; and perhaps 
assigns him a somewhat too high rank among the great English masters 
of poetry. Still there can be no doubt that Campbell’s poems are a 
xriwe icas), a possession for all time ; and we are certainly not sur- 
prised that the poet’s most intimate friend should set an extremely high 
value upon them. We are sorry tobe obliged to say that the typographi- 
eal errors are very numerous in these volumes ; and of the many quota- 
tions given probably nearly half are incorrect. We shall point out some of 
these presently, in the hope that they, and such others as are pretty sure 
to be found on a careful search, may be corrected in some future edition. 
There are indeed other marks of haste in this work ; and Mr. Red- 
ding, who attacks Lord Brougham somewhat sharply for “ an obscurity 
of meaning which adds no grace to his Lordship’s critical abilities "— 
an obscurity of meaning only found fault with in this case in a 
single passage —not seldom errs himself on this score. All Mr. Redding’s 
diatribes against Lord Brougham are in somewhat bad taste; but, 
as we can trace their source to the biographer’s affection for the 
memory of his deceased friend, we are not disposed to be very critical. 
The repeated charges of heartlessness which Mr. Redding brings 
against Lord Brougham are, from the airy nothingness on which they 
rest, only ridiculous. Lord Brougham on one occasion charged 
Campbell with having in his “ Essay on English Poetry” under- 
estimated Dryden’s power as a translator, and evinced a jealousy 
of “glorious John,” by undervaluing his ode on Alexander’s 
Feast. ‘‘ Hine illa lachryme.” Mr. Redding speaks of the absurdity 
and ignorance of his Lordship in accusing Campbell of having passed 
over Dryden’s “ Juvenal” in estimating his power as a translator. 
** Out of sixteen books of which ‘ Juvenal’ consists, five only (with 
‘ Persius ’ added) were translated by Dryden.” We would remind 
Mr. Redding that among these five were the sixth and tenth satires, 
cr books, as he calls them; the former of which is at least three 
times and the latter twice as long as any of the others. The whole 
episode may, perhaps, hereafter be chronicled by some Disraeli 
redivivus among the minor quarrels of authors. We are reminded by 
it of a splenetic note in the Greek Testament edited, not long ago, by 
s late very eminent scholar and amiable man, Lachmann, who calls 
two other commentators who ventured to differ with him by the cri- 
tically severe name of Graize—orhags. We can scarcely believe that 
Campbell was a very good Latin scholar; at least we cannot 
understand, if so, how he could, inter alia, puzzle himself over the 
blunders of a Gradus as to the quantity of the letter “i” in the 
word ‘“ Alexandria.” The well-known line from one of the most 
often quoted of Horace’s odes should have enabled the poet to 
dispense with the authority of any and every Gradus. Mr. Red- 
ding tells us, indeed, that Campbell much preferred the Greek 
language to the Latin, and this we can readily believe, as the 
outlines of his lectures on Greek poetry, which we have in these 
pages, give us the highest opinion of his taste and accuracy in 
Greek literature. We do not know who is responsible for the Latin 
quotations in these volumes; but we imagine that he certainly could 
not well dispense with the Gradus. 

We quote the following remarks of the editor: 

Almost faultless as well as being exquisitely beautiful, the ‘‘ Pleasures of 
Hope” has some errors, which on that account appear the more remarkable, 
and these errors, too, though small, are of a very obvious character. With all 
the graces of execution and elaborateness of workmanship, that they should 
have escaped both himself and Dr. Anderson, the last so recognised for his 
critical acumen, is wonderful. The remark was once ventured to him that the 
introduction of tigers to the shores of Lake Erie, 

“On Erie’s banks, where tigers steals along," 

was an error that might easily be corrected in future editions. He admitted to 
me it was an error, but he would not alter it, “‘ because it had gone through so 
many editions.” The truth no doubt really was, that his pride would not 
permit him to acknowledge the error, and that it would be thought he used it 
from the opinion that it was a legitimate poetical licence. When he wrote it 
he had read little, perhaps, of natural history. Indeed, to the last of his life 
this was a subject of which he knew next to nothing. Nine or ten years 
afterwards, he committed similar errors. In the same paragraph, unless the 
word “ curfew ” 


be disconnected from its character and used metonymically, 
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he is almost equally unfortunate, as the epithet recalls a crime against freedom 
which the poet could never connect in his mind with the desired advance of 


Canadian civilisation. In the lines referring to Commodore Byron we find 
hyenas in South America, equally out of place. But these are only specks 
on a beautiful disc. What does it matter that in one place, for the sake of a 
rhyme, he uses the singular for the plural, or borrows a line, with the exception 
of one word, verbatim, unperceived by himself or his critical guide ? 

Campbell, however, never forgave Hazlitt for pointing out the line, 
doubtless inadvertently, borrowed by the poet. The line, we may add, 
in the “ Pleasures of Hope,” 

Like angel visits, few and far between, 


is borrowed from Blair’s ‘‘ Grave,” 

Like angel visits, short and far between. 
Now Hazlitt nearly always spoke and wrote of Campbell’s poetry in 
the most eulogistic style ; nevertheless, says Mr. Redding, 

This feeling exhibits in numberless instances; even while speaking in 

terms of praise of the essay of that writer, Campbell vented his ire upon the 
man. He declared that Hazlitt had been a means of irritating John Scott to 
such a degree, that it was one cause of his going out in the duel where he fell : 
that Hazlitt was a dangerous man. 
‘« This feeling "—whatever it was, for here we have an instance of Mr. 
Redding’s hasty writing, as it apparently refers to nothing mentioned 
before—was evidently not a very kindly one; and we ask Mr. 
Redding, Is it not possible that, if we recollect Campbell's behaviour to 
Hazlitt, there may be some truth in the previously-mentioned charge 
made by Lord Brougham? Coleridge, too, says Mr. Redding, “spoke of 
the style of his [Campbell's] poetry, and did not criticise the individual. 
He attacked all works of a peculiar class. Campbell ever showed a 
great distaste afterwards towards Coleridge.” We should like some 
keen psychologist to give a reasonable solution of the problem, why, 
as a general rule, the most sure and certain way to make an author 
your enemy for life is to criticise unfavourably his literary productions. 
He would much rather you wrote down his son an ass than the off- 
spring of his brains. This iatter, Minerva-like, owes its being solely 
to his unaided endeavours, and woe to those who are venturesome 
enough to hint that the bantling is not perfect. Campbell was one of 
the most gentle-tempered of men ; and yet, according to Mr. Redding, 
his anger against carping critics was unrelenting. The poet was editor 
of the New Monthly for ten years. Our readers must not imagine that 
modern editors lead such a life of ease as did Campbell. To contri- 
bute a short paper, often indeed limited to a few lines of poetry, once 
a month; to find it utterly impossible to read over the papers of the 
contributors, or at least so objectionable that it was in a manner 
impossible ; to reside at Malvern and St. Leonards; and to receive 
upwards of forty guineas at each publication in London of the perio- 
dical over which he presides—all these delights are unknown to 
modern editors, or at least to the vast majority of them. Their noctes 
ceeneque detim are generally earned by no previous dolce far niente. 
We should imagine that the poet was very fortunate in having such a 
kindly, genial coadjutor as Mr. Redding evidently was. Here is a 
picture of our poet in his lighter mood : 

At the table of this odd personage [Thomas Hill] there used to meet occa- 
sionally a number of literary men and choice spirits of the age. Coleman, John 
and Leigh Hunt, Dubois, James and Horace Smith, Mathews, Barnes, after- 
wards editor of the Times paper, Barron Field, and others. There was to be 
found Theodore Hook, giving full swing to his jests at the expense of every 
thing held cheap or dear in social life, or under conventional rule. The poet, 
living hard by, could not, in the common course of things, miss being among those 
who congregated at Hill's. Repartee and pun passed about in a mode vainly 
to be looked for in these degenerate days of the most convivial tables. Some 
practical jokes too were played off there, which, for a long time afterwards, 
formed the burden of after-dinner conversations. Campbell was behind none of 
the party in spirits. He entered with full zest into the pleasantries of the hour. 
Upon one occasion, some of the party leaving Sydenham to return home by 
Dulwich, to which they were obliged to walk for want of a conveyance, those 
who were to remain behind in Sydenham escorted their friends to the top of the 
hill to take leave; in doing which the poet’s residence had to be passed. But he 
scorned to leave his friends. All went on to the parting-place on the hill 
summit, exchanging jokes, or manufacturing indifferent puns. When they 
separated, it was with hats off and three boisterous cheers; Campbell, snatching 
off his hat, ‘‘ not wisely, but too well,” pulled off his wig with it, and thence to 
enhance the meriment on the occasion, flung both up in the air amidst unbridled 
laughter. Thus in spirits asin everything besides, he displayed his natural 
character, the reverse of equality—the being of impulse in all. 

May we, as an obiter dictum, ask Mr. Redding who is Walker “ the 
genius ” whose name is coupled with those of Milton, Dryden, Pope, 
and Campbell? Is he the dictionary compiler? We give a note of 
Campbell's, somewhat characteristic in its brevity : 

‘‘ Send me back the printed thing about Anacreon, which I left just now—it 
is from an infernal begging parson.” 

He was exceedingly good-natured, and reluctant to give a denial to his 
friends; he disliked it, and spoke too often without reflection. This pressing 
contributions personally is at least ill-mannered : it was then too prevalent ; and 
in the present day is far more a subject of annoyance than it was twenty years 
ago. It isin some respects an insult, since it implies that the article is thus 
safely placed beyond examination. 

We scarcely understand the last sentence. Campbell might not 
have read his contributors’ articles; but surely modern editors must 
do so. 

Mr. Redding, because Campbell from nervousness never could speak 
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in public, makes the discovery that ‘‘ the most effective public 
speakers are men of few ideas and many common-places.” He applies 
the moral especially to Lord Brougham ; who, it appears, in some way 
or other robbed Campbell of the glory (si qua est ea gloria) of being 
the founder of the London University. 

How Campbell could ever have continued editor of the same 
periodical for ten weeks, much more for ten years, we find it difficult 
to imagine. The following are a few of his inconsistencies of character. 

Another of his peculiarities was pleading poverty when not called for by 
circumstances. No one ever pleaded it less when it was real; it became a 
common thing with him when groundless. In Mrs. Campbell's lifetime, she 
managed his money affairs with excellent economy. After her death he 
would throw away pounds one day, and the next grudge sixpences, 
and all by fits and starts. We had taken a cab, for which I paid a shilling. 
“Tt is no matter,” I observed, “ you can pay for me next time we go out to- 
gether.” He actually wanted me to ask ibe bookseller at the shop where we 
stopped for sixpence to pay myself, as the bibliopolist owed him sixpence. It 
need scarcely be said 1 did no such thing. At another time he saw me in low 
spirits, and, kindly supposing want of money the cause, he added, “1 can give 
you some, for I have two or three hundred pounds in hand. “I thanked bim, 
and assured him I had no such want. Such were singularities arising from his 
impulsive character. Thus titful was he upon almost all points, ever running 
to opposite extremes. Even in speaking of the literary works of a writer with 
disdain at one time, he would commend them at another. It was just the same 
in his dealings with acquaintances. His censures severe on some individual 
to-day, it would be found were forgotten, and the abused party would be met 
at his table a week or two afterwards. His friend Williams complained to me 
bitterly of his accepting an arbitration in a matter of some consequence, making 
him, with great pains, well acquainted with all the circumstances, and then 
not being able to get him to attend more than once or twice, and at the second 
meeting forgetting all that had taken place about the affair and the state of 
the question altogether. Williams did not know the poet as well as I did, or 
he was the last man he would have selected for an arbitrator—one thing con- 
tinually pushing that which preceded it quite out of the poet’s head, as I had 
often experienced. 

The following amusing anecdote has, unfortunately, been told 
of a dozen other persons besides Campbell : 

Halting once at an inn in Haddington, N. B., he much struck with the 
charms of the chambermaid. He fell asleep soon after he was in bed, to dream 
of her beauty, when he was awoke by the girl herself, standing at his bedside 
with acandle in her hand, and somewhat of an embarrassed air. “ Sir, sir, 
would you object to a bedfellow ?” she questioned him with a hesitating voice. 
Supposing she alluded to herself, he declared how he should be delighted. 
“Oh, sir, I am so glad,” she replied; ‘there is a drunken Brummagem rider 
below, wants a bed, and I have been so bold as ask whether you'd let him turn 
in with you, for nobody I have yet asked will hear of the man.” 

Mr. Redding, criticising critics, adds: ‘The critic, self-styled, 
rarely gives the work he treats upon a decent perusal.” We hope he will 
therefore excuse us if we point out a few verbal errors, probably made 
through over-haste on his part. Why should a practised littérateur 
like Mr. tedding use the detestable word “party” for “ person ” ? 
“Lord Somerset” might be excused in a Frenchman’s vocabulary for 
“ Lord Charles Somerset ;” Mr. Redding would scarcely write “ Lord 
Russell” for vis Lord John Russell.” Let us suggest that in the next 
edition (if this book reach one) the mistakes in Vol. II. pp. 26, 69 
128, 154,183, be corrected. We have also noted some in th ‘ fi ‘st

volume, que nunc perscribere longum est. If these and other neces- 
sary improvements be made, we see no reason whatever why the 
present volume should not be accepted as something more than a 
temporary biography of Campbell.

CCILIA METELLA. 


Cecilia Metella ; or, Rome Enslaved. By rita Juuta. London:

gypper mere IT IS A VERY DIFFICULT TASK to write 
di a tolerable novel or romance, the characters and incidents of 
which shall be borrowed from Greek or Roman History. The 
attempts at such kind of writing have been very many, the 
successes very few. The book before us is a very decided failure, as 
we shall presently show. In the first place the writer is i!l-acquainted 
with Roman history, and commits blunders and anachronisms of a 
grave kind; in the next, she—we borrow this pronoun from the 
feminine appellation above—imparts no life or individuality to her 
ersonages : they are just the same old hazy Romans that puzzled us 
ong ago, in the dull epitomes that were in vogue in our young days 
when George the Third was King. The names they bear teach us that 
theyare notGreeks; but for aught they do or say, or think individually, 
they might have been born in ancient Greece, or indeed almost any- 
where else. We know, it is true, and feel great interest in, most of the 
persons brought forward in these pages ; but the interest is owing to 
what history tells us of them, and not to the juxtaposition in which 
we find them here—where no train of incidents skilfully weaves 
together the inventions of the writer with our old historical reminis- 
cences. That it is not however impossible, even in these degenerate 
days, to write a romance which shall combine vivid picturesqueness 
of fancy with historical accuracy, we call Mr. Leatham’s “‘ Charmione” 
to witness—a delightful little book which we noticed some months 
ago in these columns. 

This volume opens with an assumption which we think is scarcely 
warranted. The hero of the story commences his career by marrying 
a woman who by several writers of Roman history is supposed to 
have been his mother. Mrs. Gray, the learned authoress of the 

History of Etruria,” says outright that the wife of the elder Crassus, 
who was killed in the Parthian war, was that Cecilia Metella to 
whose memory “ is erected the beautiful sepulchral tower, still to be

seen on the Via Appia near Rome, called the tomb of Cecilia Metella 
or the Capo di Bove (Tower of the Bull’s Head), because there is 
a frieze of bulls’ heads around the upper part of it.” Now we 
quite admit that this point is a moot one; and that the Cecilia 
Metella in question may have married the younger son of the 
Crassus of the first Triumvirate, though this is by no means cer- 
tain. There is, however, too much (Edipodean tragedy in this 
assumption to please us; though not a few things in the volume 
lead us to doubt whether the authoress knew she was assuming any- 
thing in giving Cecilia Metella as a bride to the younger Crassus. 
We do not like criticising harshly one who may herself be a descendant 
the great Julian line, and thus ** sprung of old Anchises’ line.” We 
have little doubt indeed that the writer is an Italian, and this con- 
clusion we draw from not a few unidiomatic sentences, such as 
(p. 316) “Sextus Pompey was in the mind of keeping his engage- 
ments,” &c. &c., but more particularly from finding, inter alia, our old 
friend Rhenus described (p. 155) as ‘‘the river Reno,” and Sicyon meta- 
morphosed into ‘‘ Ocyone in Greece” (p. 276). The contradictions 
and anachronisms in this volume almost bring to our mind those of the 
miracle play where Pharaoh swears by ‘‘ Mars” and by “ Mahound,” 
and where Herod’s kingdom comprehends all the known world and a 
good deal of the unknown. We have Roman nobles in the era of 
Julius Cesar talking of the ‘‘ Campagna,” and addressing one another 
as Mare Antony, Sextus Pompey, Lucius Antony, &c.; Augustus 
Cesar is spoken of as ‘“ discovering the spirit of an ancestor of Nero” 
which, as the former left no children or descendants behind him, must 
we suppose, be taken in a figurative sense: we learn that ‘ the first 
act of Octavius was to cause his adoption, as son of Cesar and heir to 
his fortunes, to be ratified by the people.” Now history tells us 
that Octavius’s first care on arriving in Rome was to prove himself 
Cesar’s heir before Caius Antony the Pretor, and to have bim- 
self enrolled in the citizen list as Caius Julius Cesar Octavianus. 
So far then we can agree with the writer; but after this we have 
several persons addressing Octavianus as Octavius. Indeed, the writer 
uses the words quite indiscriminately ; nay, even in the very same 
pages we have the future Emperor spoken of as Octavius, 
Octavianus, and Octavian. Now the result of this little piece of 
confusion is something more than our unclassical readers may at first 
imagine. When a friend of Octavianus addresses him by the name of 
Octavius (as is frequently the case in this volume), that friend by so 
doing ipso facto denies that he is the heir of Julius Cesar; and in 
effect calls him an impostor and a cheat. We now pass on to notice 
some of the other blunders in this book. We have, to begin with, ‘‘con- 
for “ confarreatio.” History tells us that Cesar at his death 
; we are told that the 


farratio ” 
received twenty-three wounds, in this volume 
number ef his wounds was twenty-two. We learn too from history that 
Octavianus caused Brutus’s head (after death) to be cut off and laid 
at the foot of Pompey’s statue where Cesar fell. In this volume 
we are told that Octavianus ordered it “to be placed at the 
foot of statue.” We are told also that during the 
proscription set on foot by the members of the sect nd lriumvirate, 
‘¢ children had no pity for their parents, slaves little more for their 
masters: but wives—woman alone was found faithful in the hour of 
trial.” Now thisis, to say the least of it, partially incorrect. Jt is true 
that the Roman women, ger erally speaking, showed true nobility of soul 
on that fearful occasion, exerting themselves at the hazard of their own 
lives to save their fathers, husbands, sons, and brothers. It isalso, unfor- 
tunately, not less true that only three sons are recorded as having 
tried to save the lives of their fathers; and we need scarcely say that 
such dreadful filial ingratitude and want of affection is one of the 
worst traits of the utter degeneracy of the ancient Roman character. 
The writer, however, is quite incorrect with regard to the slaves of 
Rome, who nobly exerted themselves to preserve their masters, and 
many of whom voluntarily devoted themselves for their owners by 
dressing in their attire, and thus personating them. The writer 
has followed Velleius Patereulus ; whose narrative, however, must be 
taken with limitations, as appears from Appian’s account of the pro- 
scription (iv. 17, &e.) We certainly do not wish to defend ( )ctavianus’s 
giving up Cicero to Antony’s vengeance; but it was undoubtedly, in 
our opinion, much more excusable than Antony’s proscribing his uncle, 
or Lepidus his brother. The writer is certainly incorrect in styling 
Cicero “‘ the mainstay of -Octavianus’s fortunes and the protector of 
his youth.” Mrs. Gray speaks somewhat differently of Cicero. She 
says, ‘‘ He was a recent acquaintance, and, excepting for vain or selfish 
ends, a questionable and cowardly friend.” 
Nor, again, can we accept the characters of Brutus and Cassius as 
they are here drawn. We certainly do not consider Brutus “the 
only man amongst Cwsar’s murderers who can be esteemed worthy of 
the name of hero.” In fact, we think no one of them had the slightest 
pretension to this grand distinction, and Brutus perhaps least of all. 
Taking them collectively, readers of history can scarcely help being 
struck with the utter helplessness and incapacity of the men who 
murdered Cesar. Into this point we shall not enter, further than to 
state that the ‘spare Cassius,” whom the writer of this volume utterly 
contemns, was, we think, a far abler man than Brutus, and at least as 
honest. For Brutus’s honesty, or rather want of it, we need scarcely 
do more than refer readers who care to examine the question to 
his would-be knavery in connection with Scaptius and Mati- 
nius, narrated so graphically by Cicero in one of his letters. Brutus’s 
incapacity is even more clearly proved than his want of honesty ; he 
was never, apparently, thought a very sage personage by his contem- 
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poraries; and who can help smiling at the utter vanity which caused 
him to submit to Cicero for correction his famous speech on which 
hung the destiny of Rome, to be touched up and revised previous to 
delivery. Cicero, however, found it so utterly flat and tasteless as to 
be impervious to all improvement and revision. 

We are beginning to talk with the spirit, though not with the 
learning, of some of the ancient commentators who wrote pro and 
con each historical character with the warmth of the warmest par- 
tisan. We are sorry to have been obliged to speak not very favour- 
ably of the volume before us; it has two radical faults—dullness and 
incorrectness. 

PALEY’S EVIDENCES. 
A View of the Evidences of Christianity. In

rPYHE UNIVERSITY OF CAMBRIDGE has continued faithful 

to the memory of her former Senior Wrangler. Yearly do 
students in the preliminary examination devote a day or two—if no 
longer time—to preparing themselves for a not very severe question- 
ing in the ** Evidences of Christianity.” The Questionist, too, who does 
not offer himself as a candidate for mathematical or classical honours, 
is still, we believe, obliged to submit to an examination in the 
‘Moral Philosophy.” We are almost sorry to say that the “* Hore 
Pauline,” in our opinion by far the ablest work of Paley, is ignored 
altogether in all the University examinations of undergraduates. We 
have made this allusion to Cambridge because it is well known that 
not a few members of that University have, in times not very long 
gone by, endeavoured to cashier Paley’s works. The ‘ Evidences” 
have been styled a_ shallow, flippant work, which could do 
little good, and might do a great deal of harm to those 
who studied it. It has even been termed one-sided by persons who 
would ardently advocate the doctrines it sets forth. In fact, Paley 
has been accused of shirking difficulties, and dilating upon minor 
points with admirable accuteness and skill. Persons who argued thus 
did not accuse Paley of an intentional dishonesty or even inaccuracy. 
They urged that, although an excellent mathematician, and gifted 
with a mind keenly logical, he had not sufficient philological or even 
general learning to write anything that could withstand the assaults 
of time and investigation—that, in fact, he himself was ignorant of a 
hundred ingenious arguments which hair-splitting casuists have from 
time to time advanced or hinted against the truth of the Christian 
religion. Consequently a number of books—from Butler's ‘‘ Analogy ” 
downwards—have been proposed as substitutes for the “Evidences” 
in the University of Cambridge. Without at all entering into the merits 
of Butler’s ‘‘Analogy,” we may at once say that it could never become 
a popular book amongst youths of various capacities and tastes. Its 
arguments, though profoundly logical, require to be very carefully 
read and considered: in fact, it may be said to be ‘ meat too 
strong” for babes and sucklings, across whose minds no shadow of 
doubt has ever come, but who are obliged, by convention or 
circumstance to get themselves up in all the pros and cons 
relating to everything concerning Christianity. Now Paley, 
we admit, was not, except in mathematical science, a very 
learned man; but he was gifted with a most logical mind, 
and his industry in investigation was indefatigable. He has, we 
jhink, given a fairly complete answer to such objections to Chris- 
tianity as were raised in times previous to his own; and in- 
fidelity in modern days has made no new discoveries, though she has 
tricked out, and disguised as strangers, unreal ghosts of former ones. 
To use Dr. Whately’s words, infidelity ‘‘ may seem to present a terri- 
ble form in the obscurity which German metaphysics have thrown 
around it ; but upon a nearer view, the spectre will resolve itself into 
the old worn-out clothes of Collins and Toland, and Chubb, and 
Hume, which are now too soiled and threadbare to be exhibited 
openly in the daylight.” Of course, since Paley’s time discoveries 
have been made which militate against parts of his reasoning; but 
never against that which he undertakes to prove, the truth of Chris- 
tianity. We may mention inter alia, animal magnetism, the profes- 
sors of which are alluded to by Paley as pretenders (prop. 2, ch. ii. 
part 1): we need scarcely add that there is nothing whatever in any 
such discovery to shake the evidence for Scripture miracles in the 
smallest degree. 

We give a quotation from Dr. Whately’s annotations which bears 
testimony to the curious anomalies exhibited by enthusiasts, as well 
religious as anti-religious : 

It has been often remarked as a curious phenomenon in human nature, that 
some religious enthusiasts have been men of good sense in all matters but one; 
and yet will say, and write, and approve, the most astounding absurdities in 
what relates to religion. But it is equally true, and a no less curious fact, that some 
anti-religious enthusiasts will exhibit equally strange anomalies. For example, 
an able writer on other subjects has argued that such miracles as are ascribed 
to Jesus could not have been wrought by Him; since, if they had been, the Jews 
could not have avoided believing in Him. Yet, almost in the same breath, he 
declares that he himself would not have believed in Jesus, even if he had been 
an eye-witness of those miracles. But, apart from this inconsistency, we might 
point out to him that he has before his eyes strong evidence of the force of 
Jewish prejudice. He sees Jews clinging to a religion which he believes to be 
false, and to be proved false in a most striking manner—clinging to it for ages 
together in spite of the clearest rational evidence, and even the sensible proof 
afforded by the destruction of their Temple, and their own dispersion over the 
earth. In reality, we have no difficulty in accounting for the rejection of 
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Christianity by the majority of the Jews. It is he who should account for its 
reception by so many of them. The rejection of Christianity by the Jews no 
more shows that Christianity had not good proof to offer, than the rejection by 
the same people of pure deism or atheism, or whatever else they dislike, proves 
that nothing inconsistent with their prejudices can be supported by clear and 
cogent reasons. The reception of Christianity by them supposes prejudice over- 
come by something; and the question is—by what? The rejection of it implies 
nothing but the steady action of a principle known by plain fact to exist, and 
known by plain fact also to be capable of resisting the strongest evidence. 

On Paley’s assertion that, “ wherever thought be, the experience of 
sleep makes it certain that it can be completely suspended,” Archbishop 
Whately remarks : ‘¢It would have been better if Paley had taken the 
case of a fainting-flt, or some other such. Whether in sleep thought 
is ever completely suspended, is a disputed point; but that it is not 
always is certain.” Many ingenious reasoners have, as probably most 
of our readers know, held that we never cease to exert the mental 
faculties during sleep. 

We give the following quotation from Dr. Whately : 

That the Christian miracles were, at the time, admitted by opponents, we havea 
proof in a very curious book now extant among the Jews, the Toldoth Jeschu 
(Generation of Jesus), which Paley seems not to have known. It is the Jewish 
statement of the origin of the religion of Jesus; and it fully confirms the New 
Testament statement that his adversaries acknowledged the fact of his miracles 
(except only the resurrection), and attributed them to magical art. Now this 
book, which is very ancient, though the exact date of its composition is not 
known, must have been compiled from the very earliest traditions. For it is 
incredible that if the contemporaries of Jesus had denied the facts, their descen- 
dants should afterwards have acknowledged those facts, and resorted to the 
hypothesis of magic. 

This edition of ‘‘ Paley’s Evidences” is much enlivened and illus- 
trated by Dr. Whately’s foot-notes, most of which are worthy of 
careful attention. On the whole, all admirers of Paley’s works must 
admit that they have never yet been published in so worthy a form as 
that now edited by Dr. Whately. 


TURKEY AND GREECE. 

A Journal kept in Turkey and Greece in the Autumn of 1857 and the 
beginning of 1858. By Nassau W. Sexton. London: Longman 
and Co. 

Oy REPUTATION WHICH MR. SENIOR HAS WON by 

his admirable treatise on Political Economy promised some- 

thing better than the work before us. That branch of philosophy 
to which the author has devoted so much study would, it might be 
expected, have particularly qualified him for judging of the causes of 
the decay of Turkish rule in Europe, and of the prospects of its con- 
tinuance. We confess ourselves, however, much disappointed. The 
interest which so strongly attached to the kingdom of the Sultan 
during the Russian War has greatly diminished ; but indications are 
not wanting that Turkey will ere long be again the common topic of 
our newspapers. The Turkish question is far from being settled; and 
even secret understandings between emperors and czars may come to 
issues differing materially from the programme. The English public 
has need of good and late information on the state of Turkey, but Mr. 
Senior’s work is not what is wanted. Our objection to it is not that 
it is dull; for what we require is not the flippant sketch of the 
tourist with the alliterative title-page, but sound information. The 
fault is in Mr. Senior’s plan, which is simply to register conversations 
with A., B., C., &c., literally to the end of the alphabet—conversa- 
tions revealing all sorts of opinions, frequently contradictory, and with- 
out anything like criticism or clue to the truth to which they point. 
We do not, indeed, ever remember to have met with a book of travels 
in which the personality of the writer is so completely suppressed. 
We will defy the reader to say what Mr. Senior thinks of Turkey, or 
what are his hopes, his fears, or his wishes as to that future in which 
our past vet has unhappily involved us. Information, it is true, 
may be obtained from his pages; but the reader must find it for 
himself. Mr. Senior only plays Chorus to the story, if story it can be 
called. Ambitious officials, meddling consuls, disgraced pashas pour 
their ex parte statements into his ear; and down they go into his 
note-book. ‘The result is a bewilderment which must outrun the 
powers of mind or the patience of ordinary readers. 

One truth, however, is to us manifest in almost every page of Mr. 
Senior’s work, and it is a truth which Englishmen who do not yet 
feel alarmed at the extent of what may be called our foreign liabili- 
ties would do well to ponder on. The Turkish empire, it is true, isin 
a condition of almost hopeless anarchy or misrule. Her finances 
are embarrassed, her laws a dead letter, her subjects safe neither in 
life nor property. Yet for all this it is certain that her unhappy con- 
dition is due in great measure to causes over which no ruler of 
Turkey, however wise or however desirous of doing good, has any 
control. The disease of which the “ sick man” has been so long suf- 
fering, and of which he is perhaps now dying, is simply foreign med- 
dling. We will not pursue the figure by calling the cause of trouble 
‘too many doctors ;” for Turkey’s doctors have, unfortunately, no 
motive to gain reputation by the cure of a difficult case. The gripe of 
the foreign ambassador upon the throat of the Sultan is never for one 
moment relaxed. He cannot take a step without the leave of this 
“Old Man of the Sea.” He has not a subject who does not know 
that his authority is a shadow—his ostentatious squanderings upon his 
palaces of the Bosphorus a poor attempt to persuade himself and the 
world that he is still the ruler of the land. What wonder that his 
power to keep order, which even the worst princes will, if but for 
obvious self-interest, endeavour to maintain, is gone? and while all 
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these ambassadors who.cause the mischief are no less busy in jealously 
undermining each other’s influence, what wonder that all power and 
authority and everything like civil government are at anend? Those 
who are familiar with the history of the extension of our rule 
in India—who know how certainly the appearance of the haughty 
British Resident at the native court brings the native ruler into con- 
tempt, and breeds that anarchy which finally becomes the pretext for 
annexation—can understand the condition of Turkey, which has not 
one, but twenty “ Residents.” When the Czar claimed the right of 
protectorate over the Christian subjects of the Porte, Western states- 
men argued, shrewdly enough, that such a protectorate must destroy 
the Sultan’s influence and create confusion. War wasthe result. The 
hypocrisy lay simply in suppressing the fact that such external pressure, 
with all its evil consequences, did in fact already exist, and that the 
only question between the Sultan’s dictators was who should meddle 
most. We do not hesitate to affirm our belief that for this inter- 
ference the condition of Turkey would have been now far better ; it 
certainly could not have been worse. Every society which is left to 
itself and the conflict of its own internal forces has a tendency towards 
improvement. Even Spain grows better; the Italians, so lately 
declared to be helpless, have found when left alone the secret of 
liberty and order. Even Turkey could not, if set free, remain always 
misgoverned, A handful of slothful Turks could not rule a popu- 
lation so far outnumbering themselves without bidding to some degree 
for popular goodwill. Nor would a people who feel daily the incon- 
venience of anarchy be slow to demand the exercise of power, if 
it were anything but a shadow. 

This is the most prominent moral of Mr. Senior’s inquiries, and we 
are sorry that he does not appear to have felt it worth pointing or 
insisting on. The evidences of the confusion resulting from this cause 
are abundant enough ; nor is British power a whit less to blame 
than that of Russia, France, Austria, or Prussia. If an English 
subject commits a murder, the Turks are not permitted to try him. 
“There is not,” says one of Mr. Senior’s informants, “a worse set 
of ruffians than the Ionians and Maltese under British protection.” 
Every consul seems to make it a point of honour that no one whom 
he protects shall be punished, whatever his offence. The only excep- 
tion is when one protected person murders another. The consul, 
whose protégé has been murdered, then tries to avenge him, and some- 
times succeeds. The capitulations, or special privileges for the vast 
number of persons claiming foreign protection, only increase the 
confusion. 

If you wish (says another of the writer’s informants) to see the effect of the 
capitulations, look at Pera. It is the creature of the capitulations. The foreign 
ambassadors reign there. You have streets in which you cannot walk, houses 
jammed together without a plan, and a population which is la créme de la 
canaille. For one crime that is committed among the 600,000 inhabitants of 
Stamboul, twenty are committed by the 200,000 in Pera. It is rash to go out 
there at night, and not very safe by day. 

Is it to be wondered at if Turkish rulers become sensualists and 
fatalists, content to pass their days in idle splendour, and thinking 
themselves fortunate if they escape from assassination by their dis- 
contented subjects ? The matter is one in which all Englishmen have 
a serious interest. Our lives and treasure have been squandered in 
maintaining Turkish rule; and greater sacrifices are evidently immi- 
nent, unless some change come over our traditional policy. Since no 
one of the great powers seems able to checkmate the others, and turn 
the “sick man’s” troubles to its special advantage, would it not be 
well to make the eternal ‘* Turkish question ” a drawn game? Is it 
too late to trv the experiment of leaving Turkey to herself? 








THE CHRISTMAS BOOKS. 

The Most Excellent Historie of the Merchant of Venice. Written by 
WiiriaM Suakespeake. London: Sampson Low, Son, and Co. 
Reynard the Fox, after the German Version of Goethe. By 'THomas 

James Arnotp, Esq. With Illustrations from the designs of W11- 
HELM VON KauxtBacu. London: Tribner and Co. pp. 226. 1860. 
TMHERE IS NOT MUCH to be said of the beautiful edition of 
‘The Merchant of Venice” just issued by Messrs. Sampson Low, but 
that it isa choice and dainty bit of typographical luxury, avery gem of the 
printer’s and illustrator’s art, so far as the thickest of paper, the clearest 
and finest of type, and the most delicate and artistic of engravings are 
concerned. A perfect edition of Shakespeare's plays got up in the 
same style would be a prize indeed, to possess which the Shakespearo- 
philist might even consent to forego his hopes of one day possessing 
the first folio. So far as the editor’s task is concerned we have but one 
objection to make, and that is, that it has been thought proper “ to 
omit a few lines, which in the present age might be thought objection- 
able.” There is really no excuse for this, and we have no sympathy 
for the fulse delicacy, or rather prudery, which dictated it. The illus- 
trations, of which there are twenty, exclusive of devices and tail-pieces, 
are by Messrs. Birket Foster, G. H. Thomas, and Brandling ; and we 
decidedly give the preference to those which have been contributed 
by Mr. Thomas. The Shylock of Mr. Thomas is an admirable com- 
mentary on the Shylock of Shakespeare, and some of the senes in 
which he takes part are among the best things of the kind we have 
ever seen. The devices which are at the head of the different scenes 
are also very appropriate and significant, skilfully indicating in a sym- 
bolical manner the leading idea or incident in the same. 
The first German version of ‘‘ Reynard the Fox ” was published at 
Libeck in the year 1498, although the origin of the legend may 














be traced at least as far back as the twelfth century. The 
authorship of the oldest version of the poem it is now, we suppose, 
impossible to discover ; and antiquaries and archeologists can do little 
else than build ingenious theories upon the names of Willem die 
Matoc, Henry von Alkmar, Nicholas Baumann, &c., and attempt to 
prove that some one or none of these worthies can lay claim to the 
honour of first inventing, or at least committing to verse, the legend 
of Reynard. Its earliest patrons and readers were probably that 
public who smiled or frowned over the Eulenspiegel legend, Sebastian 
Brande’s “ Ship of Fools,” the Lay of the Niebelungen, and the like. Its 
satire, admirable in its very grotesqueness, has given ita European fame; 
and, translated into almost every polite language, it has found for itself 
a vast and widely-diffused circle of readers, The following extract 
from the preface refers especially to the edition from which Mr. 
Arnold has made his translation : 

Such a work, to be adequately represented to the present age, required the 
hand of a master who should unite with the grave wisdom of the acute and 
experienced man of the world, the happy and playful facility of the best kind 
of critic; such a combination presented itself in Goethe: such a book the 
product naturally to be expected. The enlarged views of later centuries blend 
most opportunely with the antique form, and under the veil of animals the 
symbolic representations of the diverse passions of men stand boldly in relief, 
creations as real as many passing forms which, like mirror-shadows, endure 
not. 

Goethe’s “ Reynard,” we may remark, was published during the 
height of the French Revolution in 1793, on which fearful time it was 
doubtless intended to be a suggestive commentary. Mr. Arnold’s 
translation is remarkable for its singular freedom and elegance. We 
meet in these pages with passage after passage which flows on with 
such sweetness, and yet, vigour that we quite forget we are reading a 
translation. The half-dozen lines with which the volume opens arrested 
our attention so much by their genuine poetry that we at once per- 
ceived that we had fallen in with no rhymester hackneyed in translating. 
The typography and paper of this edition of “* Reynard the Fox ” may 
vie with the very choicest specimens of the beautiful Christmas volumes 
which are annually sent out by some of the largest and most enter- 
prising of the London publishing firms. 

Perhaps, however, the chief value of this edition consists in the en- 
gravings from Kaulbach, almost inimitable in their happy grotesqueness, 
and in the wonderful spirit with which they illustrate the letter-press. 
The book is indeed a perfect gem; and we have scarcely ever yet seen 
engravings which seem more admirably to express and vivify the con- 
ceptions of the author whose writings they accompany. 


Frank and Andrea ; or, Forest Life in the Island of Sardinia. By ALFRED 
Extwes, Author of “ Paul Blake,” “Ocean and her Rulers,” &c.; with 
Illustrations by Robert Dudley. (Griffith and Farran.) 1860. pp. 375.— 
This is a very pleasant little volume, full of incident and adventure; and, 
we should think, certain to be a favourite with the juvenile readers for 
whose special behoof it is intended. ‘The scene of the story is laid in the 
island of Sardinia, with which the writer is evidently well acquainted ; 
and we can easily believe that the main facts of the story are real. The 
interior of the island is described as it was before the year 1833 ; as when 
twenty years later the editor revisited it, he found that a great change 
for the better had taken place in various parts of it, and especially in 
those which border on the great highway which intersect the island. 
The characters of Frank and Andrea, the first English, and the other 
Italian, are well contrasted ; though with an evident leaning on the part 
of the writer to the English boy. At the risk of being considered hyper- 
critical, we quote the following passage: 

Hitherto, we have been surrounded with kind friends and protectors, who 
have so watched and tended us that the work has been taken off our hands. 
Our comforts and safety, our lives and happiness, were entrusted to the care of 
others, and nobly and tenderly have they performed the duty. But now we 
are thrown upon our own resources, we are in leading-strings no longer, but 
are cast for a time upon the great world—though in a little island—to walk or 
fall of ourselves. It behoves us, then, to use our own judgment, particularly 
as to the people we happen to be thrown among. 

Now we submit that a manly English boy of sixteen, as Frank is 
represented to be, is scarcely likely to havemade such aformal pedagoguish 
oration when he suspected coming danger. These stereotyped platitudes 
are just about as different from the reality as are the letters which a 
schoolboy would write to his father when overlooked by his master, and 
when that worthy is attending to his own business. With the single 
exception that on two or three occasions the young heroes of the story 
are made to talk more like elderly schoolmasters than hearty lads of 
sixteen years of age, we have a special word of commendation for Mr. 
Elwes’s very pleasant little volume. 

The Adventures of Gil Blas of Santillane. Translated from the French 
of Lesace, by Tosias Smoutetr. (H. G. Bohn.) pp. 600.—This admirable 
edition of Lesage’s immortal work has been very judiciously added by 
Mr. Bohn to his “Illustrated Library.” Smollett’s translation supplies 
the text, and some excellent steel engravings after Smirke and ten etch- 
ings after Cruikshank the ornamental portion of the volume. A curious 
comparison might be instituted between the different treatment of the 
same subjects by these two illustrators, so widely dissimilar—the one so 
staid, grave, and artistically decorous ; the other so full of grotesque 
exaggeration, and yet so suggestively natural. A curious example of this 
may be found in the illustrations to the scene between Gil Blas and the 
Archbishop. Smirke represents the respectable ecclesiastic seated in his 
chair, and with angry visage, and an evident effort to bottle up his dis- 
pleasure, dismissing his too candid critic from his service ; Cruikshank 
adheres more faithfully to the text, and makes the Archbishop take Gil 
Blas by the collar and push him out of the room. ; 

Magdalene: a Poem. (Smith, Elder and Co.) pp. 62.—The author of 
these poems intends by them to illustrate the depths of degradation into 
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which our erring sisters are apt to fall. As they betray much more real 
talent than is generally discovered in fugitive compositions of this kind, 
and as the profits arising from the publication (if any) are to be devoted 
to the funds of the Magdalen Asylum, they may be conscientiously 
recommended to the perusal of the thoughtful. The pendant pictures 
afforded by the description of the opera of “ Traviata,” and of the reality 
in actual life, is in many respects admirable ; and a quotation from the 
latter may be not inappropriately inserted. 

There were angels‘ eyes in Heaven, 

And saintly eyes on earth ; 

But they could not see the ruin 

Of a thing so little worth. 
Traviata! Traviata! 

Came ringing on the air ; 

I had learned its meaning now, 

And I shrieked my wild despair. 
lraviata! Traviata! 

Came echoing from the river, 
And I plunged to meet my destiny, 
For ever and for ever. 

The Boy Voyagers; or, The Pirates of the East. By ANNE Bowmay, 
Author of “ Esperanza,” &c. (Routledge and Co.) 1859. pp. 406.—Miss 
Bowman hopes that by the perusal of this volume, which records the very 
pleasant perils and exciting adventures of two runaway schoolboys, “ the 
adventurous and undisciplined may be led to reflect that a rash and pre- 
mature plunge into independence, with its perils and heavy responsi- 
bilities, is an unprofitable change from the short and wholesome trials of 
school life, which form the safe foundation of honour, prosperity, and 
happiness.” The book is a most delightful one ; but we would not give 
much for the schoolboy who would not prefer to be shooting monkeys and 
eating bread-fruit on a desert island to thumbing the “ Propria que 
maribus.” We might object that, though Miss Griffin is meant to be a 
“guy,” Mr. Sinclair is not meant to be a “ bore,” which, in our opinion, he 
most decidedly is. The narrative is a very fascinating one—so much so, 
that we, who were born no matter when, confess to have read this boys’ 
book throughout. We do not even regret that the book is without the 
usual intrusive moral, and that one of the boys by running away from 
school became much more prosperous than he could otherwise have hoped 
to be, while the other, to say the least, is not the loser by his preferring 
desert islands and monkeys to the Latin grammar. 

Funny Fables for Little Folks. By Frances Freevinc Broperir. 
With illustrations by her brother, Thomas Hood. (Griffith and Farran.) 
pp. 98.—The children of Thomas Hood cannot be better employed than 
in bringing smiles to the dimpled cheek of youth. Here is a little book 
which will be welcome in many a nursery, written by Hood’s daughter, 
illustrated by his son, and gracefully dedicated to Mrs. S. C. Hall. 

A Dream of the Day that must come. Edited by the Author of “ Morn- 
ing Clouds.” (Wertheim, Macintosh and Hunt.) pp. 147.—The author of 
this curious little rhapsody is gravely of opinion that “it is possible that 
in process of time the human mind may attain so accurate an acquaint- 
ance with the principles of intellectual agency, as to know the precise 
manner of action even in sleep, and to discover how they may be applied 
so as to give more of reality and stability to our dreams.” Proceeding 
from this basis he relates the circumstances of a dream, which is evidently 
purely imaginary, and which is intended as an allegorical picture of the 
final judgment. 

A Treatise on Medical Electricity, Theoretical and Practical, and its 
Uses in the Treatment of Paralysis, Neuraglia, and other Diseases. By J. 
Avtuans, M.D. (Triibner and Co.) pp. 352.—The interest of this volume 
is purely technical; but, as a complete and reliable guide to the use of 
electricity in the treatment of certain nervous diseases, it has already 
received the stamp of approbation from the profession for whose use it is 
designed. 

The Headsman; or the Abbaye des Vignerons: a Tale. By J. Fent- 
mMoRE Cooper. (New York: W. A. Townshend. London: Sampson 
Low, Son, and Co. pp. 496.)—This is the last addition to the handsome 
edition of Cooper’s novels being issued in New York. It is worthy of its 
predecessors, and the illustrations by F. O. C. Darley are especially to 
be commended. 

The Characteristics of Schiller’s Dramas; with Preliminary Notes on the 
Poet's Life. By Frreprica WERNER. (Longmans.) pp. 55.—The object 
of Mr. Werner is to put forth prolegomena of Schiller’s dramas, which are 
taken seriatim, and their histories, objects, and general tendencies briefly 
but clearly explained. To the student of Schiller these few and easily- 
obtained pages cannot but be of service. 

A Class-book of English Prose, comprehending Specimens of the most 
distinguished Prose Writers from Chaucer to the present time, with Biogra- 
phical Notices, Explanatory Notes, and Introductory Sketches of the History 
of English Literature. By Roperr Demavus, M.A. (Edinburgh: A. and C. 
Black.) pp. 552.—This excellent volume is intended as a companion to 
Serymgeour’s “ Class-book of English Poetry,” and has been compiled 
upon similar principles. The nature and object of the volume are so fully 
described in the title-page, that there seems little need to add much 
further by way of description. The prose literature of England is divided 
into four periods, and the extracts are so arranged as to illustrate the 
transitions of style from age to age and between different authors. From 
Chaucer to Shakespeare constitutes the first period; to Pope the second; 
to Cowper the third; and to the present day the fourth. 

Haste to the Rescue; or Work while it is Day. By Mrs. Cuarres W. 
(James Nisbet and Co.), pp. 252.—This excellent and well-intentioned 
little volume proceeds from the same pen as “ The Memorials of Captain 
Hedley Vicars.” Its object is to promote the cause of temperance, and 
to “enlist the sympathy and love of the educated and refined class to 
devote heart and life on behalf of their noble-minded brothers and sisters 
whose lot is cast in a lower position.” The independence which is be- 
gotten of sobriety is admirably illustrated here, and we have no doubt 
that the lessons inculcated will be serviceable to the cause of temperance 

The White Elephant: or, the Hunter of Ava and the King of the Golden 
Foot. By Witttam Darron. (Griffith and Farran.) pp. 416.—-Mr.

Till I stood upon the bridge-top, 
Looking down upon the tide. 

Leaning o'er the deep black water, 
The city lights to see ; 

For I thought them fires infernal,

Dalton is persevering in a department of literature which he is likely to 
make his own—the illustration of Eastern nature, life, and manners by 





amusing tales. The success which has attended the appearance of “The 
War Tiger,” “The Wolf-boy of China,” and “ The English Boy in Japan,” 
proves that his volumes are very welcome to those for whom they are de- 
signed. The present is quite equal to any of its predecessors in the 
skilful narration of the story and the manner in which facts are woven 
into the plot. Mr. Harrison Weir’s illustrations are also very much to be 
commended. 

The Adventures of Mr. Wilderspin on his Journey through Life. By 
Anprew Hatiipay. Illustrated by William M‘Connell. (Houlston and 
Wright.) pp. 205.—The pattern is not a very new one, but it is one that 
lasts, and its popularity seems unfailing. Mr. Wilderspin is a young 
man, of moderate means and education. He suddenly comes into the 
possession of a handsome legacy, which he expends in a series of adven- 
tures which are supposed to have the effect of indoctrinating him into the 
ways of the world. Perhaps it may be objected to some of these adven- 
tures that they are rather exaggerated; at any rate, the moral inculcated 
is invariably a good one. The style in which Mr. Halliday relates the 
adventures is pleasant and humorous, and Mr. M‘Connell’s illustrations 
are capital. 

Will Weatherhelm; or, the Yarn of an old Sailor about his early Life and 
Adventures. By W.H.G. Ktyeston, Author of “ Peter the Whaler,” 
&e. &e., With Illustrations by H. Thomas. (Griffiths and Farran.) 1860. 
pp. 384.—Mr. Kingston is so well known as one of our best living 
writers of books for boys, that commendation in his case is almost super- 
fluous. Still we may be allowed to say that this is a most delightful 
little volume, overflowing with maritime adventures and personages very 
graphically described. Hurricanes, ships on fire, privateers, adventurous 
fishermen, and daring smugglers, are all to be read of in these pages. 
The writer gives us incidentally s very vivid idea of the sufferings which 
arose during the great naval war with Napoleon from the system of 
impressment. 

The Bible Text Cyclopedia; a complete Classification of Scripture Texts. 
By the Rev. James Incuis. Part I. (Houlston and Wright).—This is 
in fact an alphabetical index to the Bible, which cannot fail to be of great 
use in making references. Under the heading of important substantives, 
names, &c., all the verses are given in which they occur. <A good idea, 
and well carried out. 

Ore’s Dictionary of Arts, Manufactures, and Mines. A new edition, 
Edited by Ropert Hunt, F.R.S. Part I. (Longmans.)—Dr. Andrew 
Ure’s most useful dictionary is so well known as a well-tried and perfectly 
reliable book of reference, that little is needed but to announce the ap- 
pearance of a new edition to secure complete success to the undertaking. 
We cannot, however, help congratulating Messrs. Longman upon their 
good fortune in being able to secure the assistance of snch an editor as 
Mr. Hunt to superintend this revised edition of Dr. Ure’s work. The 
form in which the book is brought out is also a most convenient one, 
and although the price at which it is sold hardly entitles it to be classed 
among cheap books, still there are many persons who will buy fourteen 
parts at five shillings each, who would shrink from an immediate expen- 
diture of seventy shillings. The part before us carries the work down as 
far as the article on Artesian wells. 

A Treatise on Hydrostatics and Hydrodynamics. By W. H. Besant, 
M.A. (Cambridge: Deighton, Bell, and Co.) —A Cambridge book, written 
mainly for the use of Cambridge men, and from its very nature neces- 
sarily to a great extent a compilation, but still containing much more 
original matter than recent Cambridge books have usually done. Mr. 
Besant has availed himself of the labours of others, and has consequently 
drawn largely from the works of Poisson, Duhamel, Lagrange, and Laplace 
&c., and has further, by the permission of the author, been enabled to 
incorporate some very valuable papers by Professor Stokes on the hydro- 
dynamical portion of the subject. Had mere compilation been all that 
Mr. Besant had accomplished, he would have rendered good service to 
the cause of science, and established a claim on the gratitude of students, 
by bringing together, and setting before them in a well-digested form, 
those investigations which were previously scattered, and to be obtained 
only by consulting many authors. This treatise has, though, a higher 
value and a greater claim on our consideration, from its containing a very 
able and original investigation of some portions of the theory of sound, 
and more especially of musical sounds, and the theory of heat. A care- 
fully-selected collection of problems accompanies the text, and we trust 
that when a second edition of the work is required, Mr. Besant will still 
add to its value, and render it more generally useful by giving the 
results of these problems.

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S OUR PAGES ALTES?, an unusually ‘prolific and active 
season is dawning on the Book trade, More books are “‘forth- 
coming” than have been known for many a long year at this season. 
The past week has been fully occupied in preparation, and the Row 
has therefore not been so busy in appearance as in fact. Our notes 
and lists below will show, however, what publishers are doing, and 
will be a reliable guide to the bookseller everywhere. 

Matters of professional etiquette should not be discussed publicly 
if they can otherwise be arranged, and it will never become the 
practice of the Booxsetters’ Recorp to pry into the doings 
of individuals, except as they are intended to affect the trade 
and the public. It is for this reason that we hesitate to press 
on the attention of Mr. Newsy the question of his right to 
the title of ‘ Adam Bede, Junior,” which he persists in attaching 
to a book that he has announced for publication. Nothing can be 
clearer than that, if Mr. Newsy’s book be not written by Miss Evans 
(the authoress of ‘* Adam Bede),” Mr. Newsy has no right, either 
morally or legally, to use a title belonging to Miss Evans, A 
desire for professional purity should induce Mr. Newsy at once to 
admit that he has erred, and to apologise ; or to state plainly, if he 
can, that his Miss Evans and the Miss Evans of Blackwood’s staff are 
one and the same person. 

Of book auctions there have been, in professional phrase, ‘‘ none” — 
that is, none worth reporting ; and our list of ‘* Forthcoming Sales” 
does not contain much of promise at present. The only sale announced 
to take place during the next week at all worthy of being noticed here 
is the library of the late Mr. Brees, the projector, and proprietor for 
many years, of the Family Herald. The mere mention of ‘a library” 
reminds us that we have at our side a heap of angry letters respecting 
“The Library Company,’’—containing requests that we will comply 
with the wish expressed by a correspondent last week, and tell 
the trade ‘all abont it.” We have not ascertained much— 
we cannot even find that there is a Company. We have some 
few facts to communicate, that may instruct our readers and 
serve the interests of the Trade; but before we make these public, 
we put to ‘‘ the Library Company ” the following questions: 1. Who 
are the members of ‘tthe Library Company?” 2. Are they a pub- 
lishing firm, having another business in Paternoster-row or elsewhere ? 
3. In what respect does the mode of doing business by “ the Library 
Company ” differ from that of booksellers who honestly avow their 
names? Qn the character of “ the Company’s” replies to these ques- 
tions will depend our mode of treating this subject in future. 

Some imperfections and omissions will have been apparent to our 
readers in the first Number of the Booksetters’ Recorp. These we 
have now corrected and supplied, and our plan and aim are more fully 
and justly shown. That we intend to be of material service to the book- 
seller is clear, and that our intention has been understood aud appre- 
ciated is abundantly testified. We thank the Trade for the aid, encou- 
ragement, and support with which they have greeted us from all 
quarters. We have been favoured with numerous hints and sugges- 
tions. Some are impracticable, some we have adopted, and a few we 
have placed in our Correspondence column for consideration and dis- 
cussion. We invite the opinions of our readers upon these and 
other matters affecting the Trade. We cannot too often repeat, that 
statements of fact and suggestions will be most heartily welcomed, 
whencesoever they may come.

Mr. Car.y tz is still busily engaged on his ‘‘Life of Frederick II., of Prussia.” 
Vols. III. and 1V. will be published about the beginning of the next season. 

Tue Press has again become the organ of the Tory party. The new 
editor is Mr. R. H. Patterson, the contributor of numerous political articles to 
Blackwood’s Magazine, the Quarterly Review, &c., &e. 

Sir Emerson Tennent’s Ceyon is the book (of tzavels) of the season as 
yet. ‘The tirst edition is nearly sold off already. 

Dean Ramsay's “‘ ScorrisH Lire AND CHARACTER ” has sold three editions 
in as many months, and there is a talk of a fifth edition preparing for the press, 
with additions. 

MACMILLAN’s MAGAZINE has met with great success. 
twenty-five thousand copies have been sold. 

Tae Row has subscribed largely to ‘‘ Haste to the Rescue,” a little book by 
Mrs. Charles W. (who is Mrs. Charles W.?), with a preface by the author of 
“ English Hearts and English Hands,” It moves slowly, however, yet. 

THE NATIONAL MAGAZINE has again changed hands. The present proprietor 
is Mr. J. Ewing Ritchie, the writer of the little works descriptive of London 
life, “‘ Here and There in London,” and ‘“‘ The Night Side of London.” 

Tue Stereoscopic CaBinET has made its appearance, but with hardly so 
great asuccess as its elder brother the Magazine met with on its first appearance. 
There is time enough yet, however, for it to make way. 

RacGep Homes anp How to Menp Tuem, by Mrs. Bayly, bids fair to 
become as popular as “ English Hearts and English Hands,” a book of the same 
pen It has not been out more than three months, and is already in its fourth 
edition. 

Lorp Macavuay has two volumes more of his “ History of England” 
nearly ready for the press; but we believe that they will not be published this 
season. The great care which the noble author bestows on the work before it 
finally leaves his bands necessitates some delay. 

Mr. James AuGustus Sr. Jonn is engaged on “ A History of England,” 
which, from peculiar sources of information he has, will throw much new light 
over the era previous to the Conquest. The work will be in six or seven volumes, 
and published separately, the first of which may be expected in the Spring. 

Tue Rev. J. Rrpeway, Vice-President of the North London Collegiate 
School, has nearly completed a work of more than ordinary interest. It is

called “ The Gem of Thorney Island; or, the Historical Associations of West- 
minster Abbey.” 

THe Campen Soctety is about publishing several new volumes: among 
others a “ Narrative of the Days of the Reformation,” consisting chiefly of 
papers from the MSS. of John Foxe, the martyrologist, edited by Mr. John 
Gough Nicholls; and a new “Life of John Foxe,” combined with the literary 
history of the ‘ Book of Martyrs,” by the same gentleman. 

Messrs. BELL AND Datpy have in the press ‘The Complete Works of 
Edmond Spenser,” an entirely new edition, with life, notes, and glossary, by 
John Payne Collier, the Shakespearian scholar. 

Messrs, CAsseLt and Co. have nearly ready a Christmas volume, ‘“ The 
Pearls of Shakespeare,” with illustrations from the pencil of Kenny Meadows. 

Mr. Percy B. St. Joun.—In consequence of some difference between Mr. 
St. John and Mr. Stiff, the proprietor of The London Journal, Mr. St. John has 
ceased to write for that periodical. Mr. St. John wishes us to state that he is 
now engaged to write a new story for The Parlour Journal, which will shortly 
appear; and also a Christmas book for boys, entitled ‘‘ A Boy’s Voyage round 
the World.” 

Mrs. CATHERINE Crowe, whose strange books and eccentric career will 
be remembered by our readers, announces a new work (Newby), entitled 
“Spiritualism and the Age we Live In.” The story of how Mrs. Crowe was 
imposed upon in gathering incidents for her “ Night Side of Nature” we may 
find occasion to tell some day. Meantime we may ask for good authority for 
stories and illustrations to be given in the new book. 

ApaM Bepe.—The annexed paragraph has appeared in some of the papers— 
the Standard first gave it a place, we believe:—" The announcement of a work 
under the title of ‘Adam Bede, jun.: a Sequel,’ will probably lead to the 
settlement of this much-controverted question. It will appear, we believe, 
that, in relation to a recent correspondence, there has been a mistake of identity 
in the alleged author, who was said to be resident in one of the midland counties.” 
We have good authority for stating that this work is not written by the au- 
thor of “‘ Adam Bede,” nor is it in any way connected with the writer. What 
then? Is it not an imposition on the public? The trade and libraries should 
treat this in the same manner they did a spurious edition of Livingstone’s 
Travels, namely, not take any of it. 

‘Press Proors ” AND Printers’ Ricnts.—Mr. Malcolm Kerr, judge of the 
City Sheriff's Court, has decided that, unless the word ‘ press’ be written on the 
corrected proof sent to the printer to print the copies from, he (the printer) has 
no business to print from it, and consequently no right to recover his claim for 
the printing. The dictum is complained of as bad in law and unjust in principle 
and practice. 

THe Newsparer TRADE.—The employés of the London news-agents ask 
for a Saturday half-holiday. How can it be managed without abolishing 
evening papers and late editions? If they will answer this question satisfac- 
torily, we will do our best to help them. 

THE Gorpian Knor.—In reference to a paragraph which appeared in our 
last number, pointing out the delay in completing this work, Mr. Bentley coin- 
municates to us the following statements: That the delay arises from a mis- 
understanding between himself and the author, and that the dispute has been 
referred to the lawyers for settlement. 

Mr. WILLs has been successively the sub-editor of Chambers’s Journal, the 
Daily News, Household Words, and All the Year Round; the former two owed 
something to him, but the latter two owe, perhaps, most of their success to 
him.—ZJllustrated News of the World. 

Mr. Cuarves Butrerwortn, of Mainsworth, hasin the press a “‘ History of 
the County of Durham,” of which high expectations are entertained. It con- 
tains illustrations of most of the ancient specimens of architecture for which 
the county is celebrated. 

Mr. Cnarces Krxcsiey has nearly completed a new novel, which may be 
expected in the Spring. The subject is different from most of Mr. Kingsley’s 
fictions, consequently more than usual interest is felt among critics for its 
appearance. 

Mr. Jousx Ho.tincsHeap, who has just published a little book called 
‘Under Bow Bells,” reprints from //ousehold Words, has in the press another 
volume—reprints from the same periodical—which will consist of political essays. 
A third volume is to follow, containing articles descriptive of places with which 
the writer is familiar. This volume is announced by Mr. Hotten. 

Messrs. BrapBuRY AND Evans will publish on Saturday next the first 
number of a new monthly periodical, called The English Mail, ‘ specially in- 
tended for circulation in the Celonies of Australasia.” The plan of the pro- 
jectors of the paper is to supply colonists not only with a clear and condensed 
summary of all general news of the month, foreign, commercial, and domestic, 
but also to be an “echo” (as it were), of public vpinion on all matters of interest 
relating to Australasia, as daily expressed in the mother country. The English 
Mail is started in connection with the Australian Association, of Cornhill; from 
which it would appear that it is to be the recognised Australian organ in 
England 

"ANOTHER AMERICAN Pupiisner Commc.—‘* Mr. Fletcher Harper, of the 
publishing house of Harper Brothers, sailed last week for Europe in the 
ship Margaret Evans. He proposes to be absent three or four months, during 
which time he will visit Constantinople, Alexandria, the Nile, Jerusalem, and 
other interesting localities." —New York Observer. [American publishing houses 
are much more readily induced to cross the ‘‘ great gulf,” than the represen- 
tatives of onr own great houses. The reason is, of course, very obvious. Mr. 
Ticknor (of Ticknor and Field, Boston) has lately been in London, and is now 
on the Continent. | 

Dr. Krapr.—A great deal of interest is felt among literary men about 
“Dr. Krapf’s Travels,” which have so long been in the press, and which is in 
Mr. Triibner’s list. During his visits to England, in the intervals of East 
African travel, Dr. Krapf had several interviews with the Prince Consort, who 
has accepted the dedication of the English version of the travels of his mis- 
sionary fellow-countryman. The prevailing opinion is, that it will have 4s 
great a sale as Dr. Livingstone’s work had. Certain it is that the work will be 
peculiarly interesting, to the geographer on account of the geographical dis- 
coveries, to the religious world on account of “the mission” of the Doctor, and 
not the less so to those who read travels as they would a fiction—for the love of 
adventure. 

ALEXANDER Porr’s Lire AND Works.—A contemporary states that “ the 
edition of the works of Alexander Pope, so long advertised as being 10 
the hands of the late Mr. Croker and Peter Cunningham, is now finally 
announced as forthcoming under the editorship of Mr. W. Thom, the editor 
of Notes and Queries, and Clerk to the Papers Department in the House of 
Lords.” There are two editions of Pope’s works in the press for this season ; 
one of which was edited by the late Mr. Croker, and which will be published 
by Mr. Murray; the other, edited by Mr. W. Thom, will be published 
by Messrs. Bell and Daldy: hence the mistake. Mr. Cunningham’s, or rather 
we should say Mr. Croker’s edition, we announced last week as being in the press. 
This will be the most complete edition of Pope yet published. Besides the 
valuable notes to the poems, the Life, which was the last work Mr. Croker 
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wrote, will contain three hundred letters never before published. Mr. Cunning- 
ham has engag-d to see the work through the press. Mr. Thom’s edition 
will be published in Messrs. Bell and Daldy’s Aldine Edition of the British | 
Poets, and will form three small volumes. Mr. Croker’s will be in six or seven 
large ones. 

GamBART v. SumyER.—In the Court of Exchequer, on the 5th inst., Mr. 
Lush, Q.C., moved to set aside the verdict found for the plaintiff for nominal 
damages, and to enter it fur the defendant. The action was brought against 
the defendant, a stationer, for selling some prints of which the plaintiff 
possessed the copyright, and the question was whether a person who sold a 
print, and being totally unacquainted with the fact that it was a piracy, was 
liable to an action for penalties under the 8th George II., cap. 13, and 17th 
George III., cap. 57. The Court was of opinion that the construction of the 
statute was against the motion, as it gave aright of action without proving 
any knowledge that the person selling prints knew they were a piracy, and 
refused the rule—Rule refused accordingly. 

Tue AyrsHirE Express says: ‘Un Tuesday week last the Rev. Mr. 
Weddell, of Girvan, read from his own pulpit a poetical tragedy of which he 
js said to be the writer, called ‘King Saul.’ It is a five-act tragedy, illustra- 
ting the power of madness, superstition, and jealousy combined, while the nar- 
rative was based on Holy Writ, and containing on every page delineations of 
character, and fine dramatic taste, which would not disgrace the pen of the 
greatest dramatists.” On this we may remark that a work of the same kind, 
called ‘“ Saul,” was published in America some four or five months since, the 
success of which was such as to sell two or three editions in three months. A few 
copies were, as usual, sent over tothe English press; one of which came tothe | 
share of the Saturday Review, who spoke of it thus: “ But the merit of the book 
is so much more in its dramatic force than in its special poetic beauties—thouzh 
these are not wanting—that the opinion which may be formed of isolated pas- 
sages would be no criterion of its merit as a whole. Extracts will at best give but 
adisjointed idea of a work which aims at unity of action; but few who read the book 
will doubt that, if dramatic power is to be recognised as a quality of higher order 
than mere musical facility of diction, the unknown author of ‘ Saul’ ought to take 
a very prominent position among our living poets :” (Saturday Review, Sept. 10.) 
The Saturday Review was not the only paper in England that spoke so strongly 
of the work. Can it be that two great unknowns have written a work of the 
same kind, on the same subject, in the same style, and with the same success ? 
We have seen the American’s; will Mr. Weddell favour us with a sight of his ? 
If it is as good as the Ayrshire Express would have us believe, it is certainly 
worth printing. 

DINNER IN Honour or Mr. CuArves Grirrin.—The Stationers’ Company 
of Glasgow have entertained Mr. Griffin at dinner in Carrick’s Hotel, on the 
occasion of his removal to London. This mark of honour has been seldom 
conferred by the Stationers’ Company. But it was felt that in the case of one 
who had so actively promoted the interests of the company as a publisher, 
some such acknowledgement was demanded. About sixty gentlemen sat down 
to dinner, among whom were Messrs. Collins, Mr. Duncan, and Mr. Bruce, 
paper-makers ; Mr, Fraser of Edinburgh, and Messrs. Grosvenor and Allan, 
London; Sheriff Strathern, Rev. Dr. Eadie, Mr. James Hedderwick, Mr. Keddie, 
Dr. Low of the High School, Mr. Currie of the Academy, Councillors Harvey 
aud Graham, Thomas Davidson, Esq., Andrew Ogle, Esq., writer, as well as 
the leading members of the trade in the city. Mr. Dunn, president of the incor- 
poration, occupied the chair, and Mr. Thomas Murray, ex-president, acted as 
croupier. In giving the toast of the evening, the chairman referred in highly 
eulogistic terms to the honourable character and enterprise of Mr. Griffin; to 
the many eminent publications which he had brought out—to his works, for 
example, of Lord Brougham ; and to the successful manner in which he had 
proved himself ‘‘the right man in the right place” as the publisher for the 
University. The toast was drunk with great cordiality. Mr. Griffin, in his 
reply, alluded to the efforts he had made in his leisure hours to 
promote the moral and social amelioration of the working classes, and 
urged the promotion of Saturday evening concerts, reading-rooms, and similar 
means of improvement, from which he was sure a vast amount of good would 
accrue. Various toasts were given during the evening, which it is unnecessary 
to particularise further than to remark that the speakers vied with each other in 
expressions of esteem for Mr. Griffin, and of desire for his prosperity in the 
metropolis.— Glasgow paper.

UNFAIR DISCOUNTS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE BOOKSELLERS’ RECORD. 

Sir,—I am sure the whole trade will join me in thanking you for giving us 
what we have so long wanted—a weekly organ in the press for making known 
to the publishers, to the public, and to one another, our grievances and require- 
ments, our wants and wishes. The spirit with which you have begun the work 
promises well for the future, when the design shall have become matured by 
experience. 

My object in addressing you now is to complain of a practice which bas 
arisen of late years in London and all the large towns, and, indeed, which is 
spreading to the smaller ones, of selling new books at a discount of 15 or even 
20 per cent. for cash, the bookseller contenting himself with 10 or 5 per cent. 
as the case may be, instead of the 25 per cent. which the rules adopted by the 
publishers allow to him. ‘ 

This is not fair trading. Its result is to cripple, and perhaps ruin, the fair 
trader, and to create a monopoly of bookselling. A bookseller cannot possibly 
make a living by 5 oreven by 10 per cent. on new books, unless he bas an enormous 
trade; and he cannot obtain that without destroying the smaller traders. Com- 
petition may be a very good principle when honourably conducted, but not 
when it treads down everybody besides itself, for then it ends in monopoly. 

Moreover, the 25 per cent. is allowed to the bookseller by the publisher for 
his own profit, not that he may put it into the pockets of his customers. If the 
booksellers are content with 10 or 5 per cent, instead of permitting them to 
make a present of the difference to the beok-buyer, the publisher ought to allow 
to the bookseller only the per-centage with which he thus confesses that he is 
satisfied. 

I hope that by thus bringing this great grievance under the notice of my 
brother booksellers, and especially of the publisbers, something may be done to 
put a stop to it. Undoubtedly, it isin the power of the publishers to suppress 
it, by making an alteration in the established discounts. Why should 2 per 
cent. be allowed in all cases? Could they not make the discount dependent 
upon the price at which the book is sold? So general has the practice become 
of which I complain, that the trade would lose nothing by a reduction of the 
discount to 15 percent. It would prevent the present unfair trading upon the 
too-liberal allowance, and if it is not to be pocketed by the bookseller, it may 
as well be pocketed by the publisher: there is no reason whatever for putting 
it into the pockets of the purchasers. I trust that some of your readers will 
assist in the ventilation of this important question. 

Again thanking you most heartily for having given us a Journal which is to 
be our own, and of the success of which a glance at its plan must satisfy every 
member of the trade,—I am, Sir, yours, &e.

FOREIGN BOOKS, BOOKSELLING, &c. 


FRANCE.—We add to our register of books published or promised a record of 
what is doing abroad. We begin with France our nearest neighbour and “ faith- 
ful ally,” according to the Poet Laureats and others. Noticing the literary 
productions of this country, we may begin by stating that the French are our 
antipodes, as far as the seasons of publishing are concerned. We publish in 
October chiefly, and they in May; we get books ready for the winter, they for 
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the summer. This opposite course of trade has its origin, we believe, erty 
in the manner of living of the higher classes of society in France. Their Upper 
Ten Thousand, unlike ours, spend the summer in quiet country-houses and at small 
watering-places, where they have much leisure to read; and pass the winter in 
town in an almost continual round of balls, concerts, theatrical entertainments, 
and other fétes, which leave them little time, and indeed desire, for books. ‘This 
course of living, always much in fashion in France, has become more and more 
general during the last few years under the Imperial régime, which, as is 
well known, encourages all manner of public expenditure to the utmost of 
its power. What we call the literary season is therefore now nearly gone in 
France, and the number of announcements of forthcoming books is very small. 
The following are the only ones which we have been able to gather:

Of this great work, which has come to an apparent standstill for the last two 
years, the four concluding volumes are announced to be in the press, and will 
appear probably in the course of the winter.

These promised volumes are the result of a semi-political, semi-commercial 
speculation. A book lately published by Michel Lévy /réres, Paris, entitled 
‘** Souvenirs de Mme. Recamier,”’ had such an extraordinary success, that nume- 
rous other works of the same kind were brought forward on all sides. Most of 
them were mere compilations ; but the above will be probably a rather impor- 
tant production, for which the name of the editor, the well-known Legitimist 
nobleman, is a sufficient guarantee. 

There are a few more French books announced as forthcoming; among 
others, a half-historical, half-critical work by M. Salvador, entitled ‘ Paris, 
Rome, et Jérusalem,” and a volume of poems by the renowned Louis Veuillot, 
editor of the Univers and champion of Ultramontanism in France; but these 
are not of sufficient importance to be noticed previous to their appearance.

Lives or Frencu Proresrants. — “ After fifteen years of labour the 
most obstinate and disinterested,” says the Lien, ‘Eugene and Emile 
Haag have completed the great and difficult work which they undertook.” 
This alludes to the * France Protestante,” or “ Lives of French Protestants who 
have made themselves a Name in History.” Great fears were some time since 
entertained that for want of funds this noble enterprise, which had been sus- 
pended, would have to be abandoned ; but we are glad to find that such is not 
the case, and that one of the most valuable publications ever produced in bio- 
graphy has not been allowed to remain unfinished. The nine volumes thus 
happily completed will be followed by a supplemental one, which will contain 
additions, rectifications, alphabetical and other tables.—Clerical Journal. 

Baron Bazancourt, historiographer of the Emperor Napoleon IIL, 
has just published in Paris the first volume of ‘The Campaign in Italy; 
Chronicles of the War.” Baron Bazancourt is known to many English 
readers as the writer of ‘‘The Campaign in the Crimea,” two translations of 
which were published in England, one by Sampson Low and Co., the other by 
Chapman and Hall. 

FRANCE versus ENGLAND.—A political pamphlet, entitled “La Guerre & 
l’Anglais,” by M. Louis Jourdan, chief editor of the Siécle, which appeared a 
few days ago at Paris, is creating considerable sensation. The author is 
preaching a regular crusade against Great Britain, accusing her of following 
‘fan egoistical, ambitious, and domineering line of policy, which hurts Europe 
(qui froisse l' Europe), the nations of which may have formerly submitted to the 
tutelage of merchants, but will do so no more.” What gives this toolish book a 
certain importance is that its author is on very intimate terms with certain 
highly influential personages of the French court. Besides, the fact that the 
police does not interrupt its sale clearly shows that it is approved of in high 
quarters. 

APROPOS OF THE IMPERIAL POLICE, it may be worth noticing that they con- 
fiscated this week two other books at Paris. The first is Count de Montalem- 
bert’s “ Pie IX. et la France en 1849 et en 1859,” and the second a work 
called ‘‘ La Democratie,” by L.Vacherot. Both are rather harmless publications, 
and gain an importance only through this persecution, which, of course, makes 
them more extensively known than any advertisement or other public notice 
ever could. From our list of French books it will be seen that a Brussels 
publisher has already undertaken the no doubt profitable work of reprinting 
Count Montalembert’s brochure at one-fourth of its original price; which, if 
nothing else, shows the extraordinary demand there must be already for the 
probibited article.

GERMANY.—We now turn to Germany, the country of books por 
excellence. From thence we have a tolerably long list of works, but no an- 
nouncements at all of forthcoming publications. This latter, we suspect, js 
owing to the simple reason, that the Germans issue their books so fast, that 
they have no time left to speak of promises; in fact, promise and execution 
with them become simultaneous. We need not wonder at this when we learn— 
which is stated in a recent statistical work—that there are about 30,000 authors 
within the boundaries circumscribed by the Teutonic language. Take that each 
of them publishes only one book every three years, and then fancy what the race 
must be. But here is the list of the more important books which have lat ely 
appeared in Germany:

Vox HumBotpt.—(From our own correspondent.) — It is known that the 
illustrious Baron Alexander von Humboldt, by a will in his own hand-writing, 
bequeathed all his moveable property, including his library, to Herr Seyffert, 
who for forty years served him as valet-de-chambre. Herr Seyffert requested 
the seals to be removed, which were placed on the effects of Humboldt when lie 
died, and demanded his legacy. The near relations of the Baron have protested 
against both these measures; but the urban tribunal of Berlin ordered the seals 
to be broken, and the legacy to be delivered in terms of the will. However, 
upon the appeal of the relatives of the illustrious defunct, the Royal Court of 
Berlin has just granted a delay of three months to put in proofs in support of 
the protestation they have made. This contest has, naturally enough, created 
great sensation in the learned world, which is curious to know what will become 
of the immense library of Von Humboldt, which not only contains works of 
great importance in every branch of science, of literature, and the arts, but 
which contains also numerous volumes presented to Humboldt by the most 
celebrated men of the present day, and thus containing many autographs. 


ITALY.—We now come to Italian books, which do not form an im- 
portant part of European literature, either as regards quality or quantity. 
Some promises for the better, however, are visible in this respect since the last 
efforts of the northern and central countries for national independence. Already 
signs of this are visible in several instances. For example, the Provisional 
Government of Tuscany has ordered a complete edition of some unpublished 
writings of Macchiavelli, which have recently been discovered at Florence, to be 
published at public expense (edited by Signor Luigi Passerini, Director of the 
Tuscan Archives of State); and King Victor Emmanuel has subscribed a con- 
siderable sum for the publication, with notes and addenda, of the works of the 
great Michel Angelo. Meanwhile, the actual production of Italian literature 
within the last few weeks is, we believe, with tolerable accuracy represented 
in the following list:

8 ere of the most eminent publishers of Paris, M. Paulin, founder of the National 
and sole proprietor of L’Ji/ustration, died on Friday last, Nov.4. In bis earli 
years the deceased was a partner in the bookselling tirm of Sautelet and Pauli: 
Place de la Bourse, Paris ; and they having published some successful political 
works of the Liberal party, their place of business soon became the daily 
resort of the leading men of that coterie—of Armand Carrel, Mignet, 
Thiers, and others. Unfortunately, soon after, M. Sautelet com mitted 
suicide by shooting himself, and the firm got into great difficulties, out of which 
M. Paulin could scarcely have extricated himself, had it not been for the assist- 
ance of the above influential friends. He next began trading as Paulin, 
Dubochet, and Hungray; after that, with fresh partners, as Hetzel and Paulin ; 
and finally as Paulin, Lechevalier, and Co., by which last designation the 
house is now extensively known all over the Continent. 

The foundation of M. Paulin’s fortune was laid in a rather curious manner by 
the invention, if so it can be called, of a peculiar kind of book-cover in 18mo., 
since known as the “format Charpentier.” ‘hese covers were blue, of a simpie 
and yet tasteful design, and not at all expensive ; and the books so bound soon rose 
tosuch favour with the French public, that the demand of many editions was not 





unfrequently twice as large as the supply. ‘This was, however, owing 
not a little also to the character of the books, which always was 


of the highest; M. Paulin holding the maxim that the best article is sure 
to be appreciated in the long run as such. He therefore continually 
increased the value of his publications, in a _ literary as well as 
artistical sense, paying the very highest remuneration—often considera

ting up” of his publications. Having made a fortune by selling books at f 
sous and at twenty sous, he set to issuing some of the chefs-d’ewvres of French 
literature, in a style unsurpassed for elegance and beauty. Editions of ** Gil 


Blas,’ of Moliere, and ‘‘ Don Quixote,” illustrated by Tony Johannot, the col- 
lected works of Gavarni, of Alfred de Musset, of Stahl, and of many other artists 
and authors of resown, were successively published by the firm, and brought a 
good name, as well as not inconsiderable wealth, to M. Paulin. In less than ten 
years, it is said, he gained more than a million of francs, or 40,0002. 

During the latter years of his life, the deceased devoted himself almost 
clusively to two publications, that of M. Thiers’ great ‘‘ Histoire du Con: 
de l’Empire,” which sells in about 700,000 copies, and the weekly paper, L’J//us- 
tvation, the subscribers to which are reported to amount to more than 100,000. 
For the latter property M. Paulin was offered, more than once, a very consider- 
able sum by the French Government, but always declined the bargain, ** out of 
principle.” It was in consequence of these refusals that a cheaper illustrated 
paper L’ Univers Illustré, was set up with official support, but it bas hitherto failed 
to acquire anything like the popularity of the //lustration. With the death of 
M. Paulin, this paper now goes into the hands of his eldest son, who has 
already been identified with it for several vears, as having signed the chief poli- 
tical leaders of the week—articles often debating the topics of the day with 
uncommon freedom—as M. Paulin, fils. 
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pagoda outside the walls which suffered during the recent bombardment, and 
groups of palanquin-bearers, are here to be found faithfully sun-painted for 
English eyes.

The artist hid his smiles behind a large canv and 
then proceeded to carry out the wishes of his visitor, which were performed with 
so much satisfaction that the old gentleman left the heaviest golden souvenir 
the artist bad received for many a day.” ‘ 

The Restoration of Hereford Cathedral is still being steadily and satis- 
factorily pursued, and the fabric will soon be more perfect and beautiful than it 
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has been for many long years. Since the last notice appeared in The Times a 
great progress has been made, but the chapter have almost gone the full length

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is the utmost sum they can raise in this way to be repaid in thirty years, but 
much more will be required to approach completion of the proposed repairs. 
The restoration of the north transept is approaching completion externally. 
On the left side the lofty narrow windows are glazed, and a number of circular 
shafts have been fixed both inside and out. The spire on the north-west angle 
is completed in the Early Decorative style. A massive new coping has been 
placed on the northern gable, and on the top is a stone cross of great beauty, 
five feet four inches by three feet eleven inches, and ten inches thick in the 
cent The external walls of this transept have been restored, and a large 
portion of the scaffolding may be taken down before the winter setsin. The 
tracery of the large window is in a wretched condition, and the inner arch is 
shored up with massive timber for the sake of safety. In the north side of the 
fine old Ladye Chapel the beautiful arcading, which was very much advanced 
in decay, is being simply but effectually repaired, a restoration of the pointed 
pinnacles being considered beyond the funds. Plain triangular topes will there- 
fore be substituted on the buttresses. Preparations are now being made to 
resume work outside the south-east transept, and to fill in two large windows 
facing the college with tracery. In the interior little has yet been done beyond 
cleansing the walls. The choir has just been boarded in, and joiners are en- 
gaged in fitting together the preserved pieces of the extremely beautiful bishop's 
throne and some of the other carved stalls. It is hoped that the seats will be- 
fore long be thrown open freely and unreserved, and thus obviate many of the 
complaints which have recently been made. The chapter still solicit subscrip- 
tions in aid of the work of restoration. 

M. K. Borgezenski, a Polish sculptor, who arrived in this country with 
introductions from Baron Humboldt, has just executed a life-size bust of 
Mr Bright, M.P. Thelikeness is admirable.

The Emperor of the French has just purchased, for the vestibule of St. 
Cloud, the group executed in marble by the blind sculptor Durand. This 
young artist is a pupil of the celebrated Barye, the animal sculptor, and the 
group just bought by his Majesty represents a goat suckling her kid. The suc- 
cess of the blind sculptor may be reckoned amongst the wonders of the age. 
He is totally deprived of sight, having been visited by ophthalmia just as he 
was first accepted by Barye as his pupil. In spite of this affliction, he has 
managed, by the assistance of line and compass, to execute sone of the most 
remarkable groups of wild animals which have been seen of late years to issue 
from the French ateliers. The very want of finish in this group—which is a 
fault inherent to the infirmity of the sculptor—is considered by artists to add to 
the naiveté of the composition. : 














MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


: ie ARE SOME LYRICAL WORKS which “time cannot wither nor 

custom stale.” Among these may be classed Verdi’s opera “ I] Trovatore.” 
it has long borne the stamp of public esteem, and, whatever may be its real 
merits or defects, it is still one of the most attractive operas of the day, one in 
which almost every singer aspiring to the rank of a prima donna aims to shine 
with brilliancy. To attain to this is, however, no easy task. If Verdi has a 
mission to fulfil, and that be to test the powers of the human voice, few severer 
ordeals need be adduced than ‘Il Trovatore” presents. On Monday Mlle. 
Parepa impersonated the heroine Leonora at the Royal English Opera in 
Covent-garden, and with an average share of success. Although this lady 
figured in the bill among a list of “ first appearances,” she is neither a stranger 
to the Covent-garden boards, nor unknown to the opera-going public. In her 
engagements with Mr. Gye there was little assigned to her calculated to bring 
out her latent talent. Mlle. Parepa is not merely a singer of promise, or a 
performer who has her duties to learn, but an artist of considerable attainments. 
She is thoroughly versed in the rudiments of the Verdi school, sings with ease, 
and, as heard on Monday, with a respectful regard to the eomposer’s text. Her 
acting won for her the suffrages of the whole house, and Mlle. Parepa may be 
regarded as a great acquisition to the Pyne-Harrison troupe. With Mr. Henry 
Haigh, another “ first time here,” the public are yet more familiar. In the part 
of Manrico Mr. Haigh seems to be tolerably well up, but he is sadly deficient in 
expression. We regard Miss Pilling’s Azucena akin toa total failure. It is much 
to be regretted that she should have undertaken a character for which neither her 
vocal nor physical abilities qualify her. In order to fly it is not enough merely 
to wish to fly, or to sing agreeably, merely to have a voice; something more is 
wanting—wings and suitable knowledge. Mr. Santley sang the music of the 
Count di Luna with care and correctness; in other respects the representation 
was a very humble attempt. During other portions of the week ‘“ Satanella” 
and “‘ Dinorah” have addressed themselves to their respective admirers, with 
quite as much success as could be counted upon in this age of novelty. 

Drury Lane presented a brilliant spectacle on Tuesday. Titiens, Giuglini, 
Borchardt, Aldighieri, and other great vocal celebrities who have filled the 
island with their fame, were cast in “Il Trovatore,” and, as might have been 
expected, a large concourse welcomed them again in their more-at-home 
quarters. With the Leonora of Titiens the public are so fully acquainted, that 
any remark on her performance of it is altogether unnecessary. Her name is 
quite a guarantee for the efficient discharge of any part that she undertakes. 
Mile. Borchardt’s Azucena was the best that we have seen for a considerable 
time. She gave the music with extraordinary power, and the audience fre- 
quently attempted to testify their approbation in places where the action must 
have been delayed had their compliments been noticed. The two first acts of 
‘* I Trovatore” were performed magnificently ; the glories of the third and fourth 
were somewhat dimmed by the sudden illness of Giuglini. In this dilemma 
Sig. Corsi undertook the remainder of the music, and, considering the disad- 
vantage under which he laboured, he acquitted himself with great éclat. The 
house was crowded in every part; and, notwithstanding the slight mis- 
chance adverted to, the opera was performed in a highly finished and almost 
faultless manner. i 

The recent decease of Dr. Ludwig Spohr probably suggested to the managers 
of the concerts at the Crystal Palace the propriety of devoting Saturday last 
to works of his exclusively. The policy of this step was seen in the patronage 
awarded. Although the Germans, as a nation, have ever been lavish in praise 
of Spot r, both as a violinist and composer, the world in general, excepting on 
extraordinary occasions, have rarely testified much enthusiasm, notwithstanding 
the admitted greatness of his gifts. It has often been remarked that Spohr in 
his earlier years exhibited no symptoms whatever of those talents by which, 
at a maturer age, he so delighted and astonished the musical world. On the 
contrary, he was an awkward youth, little distinguished for anything that 
could render him interesting to society. Many of his compositions of note date 
back as far as the commencement of the present century. These are chiefly 
instrumental, and are alike remarkable for richness of harmony, skilful modula- 
tion, and profundity of learning. As a performer on the violin Spohr at one 
time stood on the loftiest pedestal. He was unequalled for beauty of tone, purity 
of style, energy of expression, and classic taste. Being a composer himself, he 
entered fully into the genius and spirit of what he had to perform, while his 
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aim invariably was to carry into effect the composer’s design, rather than to 
make an ostentatious display of his own powers. The most brilliant period of 
Spohr’s career as a violinist was from 1815 to 1825; during this era he 
encourtered the greatest performers of the age, and in the eyes of the critical 
and discerning eclipsed them all. Spohr made his first appearance in England 
at the Philharmonic Concerts in 1820. On another occasion, twenty years later, 
he brought over a new symphony and an oratorio. After this his visits were 
more frequent, and by special invitation, in 1852, he conducted the performance 
of his oratorio, ‘‘The Last Judgment,” and his opera, “ Faust.” His 
grand characteristic symphony, “ Die Weihe der Tine” (The Power 
of Sound), the chief feature in Saturday’s programme, is a musical 
illustration of Carl Pfieffer’s poem, ‘The Ode to Sound,”  trans- 
lated into English by Professor Edward Taylor. As a modern pro- 
gramme symphony (excepting the Pastoral of Beethoven) it stands alone for 
musical science and facture. All the ideas spring from each other as naturally 
as light from darkness. To an ordinary listener, however, the subject becomes 
wearisome from frequent repetition. Spohr is very apt to dwell tediously upon 
the working out of details, and in doing this in the present instance he has taxed 
the powers of the band to the utmost limit by heaping difficulty upon difficulty 
Aware of the work to be done, with a little assistance, the Sydenham force, 
under their marshal, Mr. Manns, addressed themselves to the task, and com- 


pleted it with triumph. The other pieces were the overture and 
march from ‘“Jessonda,” and a ‘Concerto Dramatique” for violin. 
In the latter, Mr, Henry Blagrove, a pupil of Spohr’s, was the 


soloist, and a fitter one could not have been selected. Much of the 
intended effect was impaired from the nature of the building, which was 
entirely closed with a canvas wall, a material by no means favourable to the 
hearing of the exquisite touches given to the same piece by the same artist in 
rooms better adapted for the circuit of sound. ‘ Jessonda’s” overture is an 
established favourite. Written when the imagination of Spohr was fresh and 
teeming with ideas, it is one of the happiest of his inspirations; there is a 
dazzling brilliancy throughout, while its climax betokens a vigour of the most 
exhilarating kind. Mme. Lemmens Sherrington, the only vocalist, gave a 
grand scena from “ Azor and Zemire,” and two fugitive pieces; but in none of 
these was any very extraordinary effect produced. In writing for voices Spohr 
was rarely happy ; many passages are given the human organ to execute that are 
only fit for instruments. Nor are there instances wanting in which this musical 
composer appears to be so much absorbed in the contemplation of his own art, 
that he was not sufficiently exacting when about to wed it to another; and t 
these causes may, in some measure, the non-success of Spobr as a vocal com- 
poser be attributed. The audience of Saturday testified their appreciation of 
the programme, and respect for the occasion, by sitting the entertainment 
quietly through. : 
Mendelssohn’s “Elijah” was performed on Monday at St. James’s Hall, with 

Madame Weiss, Miss Laura Baxter, Mrs. Dixon, Miss Chambers, Messrs. 
Wilbye Cooper, Walker, Henry, and Weiss, as principals. in some instances 
the choruses exhibited unsteadiness, but the soloists executed the music 
assigned to them in a highly satisfactory manner. Thetrio “ Lift thine eyes” 
was beautifully sung, and enthusiastically re-demanded. Miss Laura Baxter, 
too, in the delicious aria, “‘O! rest in the Lord,” produced so strong an effect 
that the conductor assented to a repetition. The chief weight of the soloisms, 
and the most importunate part of the oratorio, fell to the lot of Mr. Weiss, of 
whom it is not necessary to say more than that he discharged his onerous duty 
like a singer and a musician. Madame Weiss undertook the air in the second 
part, ‘‘ Hear ye, Israel,” and imparted to it a reading quite in consonance with 
the composer's design. The chorus ‘‘ Baal, we cry to thee,” the most remark- 
able portion of the work, was the most effectively rendered. The peculiarity of 
this consists in the distinctions kept up between the prayer of idolatry and the 
petitions of Elijah to heaven; the latter being full of solemn earnestness, the 
former deriving from some m sterious instrumental combinations a mixed 
character of sensualism and fear. It is somewhat difficult to point out the 
details of modulation and accent by which these general ideas are developed, 
but they never fail to arrest the attention. The concluding jubilant chorus of 
the first part, ‘Thanks be to God,” so majestic from its expressive dissonances 
and tremendous masses of full harmony, was sung with great effect, fully con- 
vincing us that a little closer attention to the directions of the musical drill- 
sergeant would leave no difficulty that the choral members could not with 
perseverance overcome. The Hall was attended by a large and evidently music- 
loving company. ; 

The London Glee and Madrigal Union performed several of their choice pieces 
on Tuesday evening at the Literary Institution, St. John’s Wood. As on former 
occasions, Mr. Oliphant illustrated the less known glees and ancient ditties. The 
principal singers were the Misses Wells, Eyles, Messrs. Baxter, Cummings, and 
Lawler, with Mr. Lund as chief. The intellectual treat afforded was marked by 
frequent demonstrations of delight by a crowded auditory.
